WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS 
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Rules of Disorder 

The best democracy is a messy one 

BY LOUIS BLACK 


People will often ask me how well an issue or story has 
been received by our readers. We actually have very little idea. 
Sometimes one might have a gut feeling, but there really aren’t 
many tools by which we can capture readers’ reactions 
to specifics. There is general information, which, 
as long as it keeps tracking well (demographics, 
number of readers, age, education, etc.), is at 
least reassuring. 

Even if we get a large number of responses 
from readers to an article, that fact can’t be 
extrapolated to draw conclusions about gen- 
eral readership. More often than not, a profu- 
sion of readers responding indicates the reac- 
tions of a number of people extremely engaged by 
that topic rather than a more broad-based, across-the- 
board response. 

Obviously, readers’ reactions to the Chronicle, as well as how 
they view their relationships with the paper, are of deep interest 
to us. The tools usually used for gauging that, however - from 
focus groups to reader surveys - are inherently unreliable. The 
response to them is intellectual and removed, not engaged and 
immediate. If someone agrees with a piece, he or she might rate 
it highly; if one hates the ideas contained in another piece, it 
might be completely dismissed. On the other hand, readers are 
often more entertained by what they hate than by what they 
agree with. A piece that triggers a positive response might also 
be one the reader never finishes reading or ever bothers think- 
ing about again. Conversely, as much as a person may hate, he 
or she might read every word and then spend days mentally 
disputing its points. We humans are too complicated for these 
surface readings to be worth very much. 

Strategies used to Discredit 

The main idea here is that many of the ongoing or even 
casual relationships between those who write in to the 
Chronicle and the paper itself are somewhere between mildly 
to extremely adversarial. In general, some of our harshest crit- 
ics treat the paper as corrupt and irrelevant, denying that there 
is any kind of sympathetic readership, much less a large and 
diverse one. This is a terrific strategy by which to marginalize 
the paper and its ideas. These people will appeal to the highest 
court in their heads to find that not only do they disagree with 
a review but also to make it clear that it is not really a “review.” 
An article with which they disagree can’t be taken seriously; 
clearly, to them, this is a result of its journalistic ineptitude. 


Responses to articles are frequently crafted to make it clear 
to all that they are presenting morally and/or intellectually 
superior opinions in order to refute/disagree with/demolish 
those expressed in the Chronicle. Often just refuting an 
article is to grant it too much legitimacy: It must be 
denigrated, demeaned, and refuted. 

The Chronicle is a free paper produced by a 
significant number of staff members (editors, 
writers, photographers, artists, proofreaders, pro- 
duction people, office staff, sales people) who on 
many points are often in disagreement among 
themselves. A publication such as this is a smor- 
gasbord of intriguing, provocative, and/or enter- 
taining tastes spread out for the readers’ pleasure. If 
readers come across something they don’t like, they can 
stop reading or skip it all together. 

Online, we post almost every letter to the editor and keep 
almost every forum post that is received. Despite allegations to 
the contrary, those correspondences with dissenting, critical, 
and even condemnatory views are among the most likely to be 
printed in the paper. The only items we remove are those that 
are clearly defamatory or use vulgarities, slurs, and epithets. It 
is the rare negative letter that does not get printed in the paper. 
There are few items in the paper that are more popular than 
snide letters taking us to task. 

The main and almost singular area of agreement among 
most of those who write us, despite enormous ideological dif- 
ferences, is that these are the worst of times, that things are 
already terribly wrong and are just getting worse. According to 
those who hold this view, the problems facing this country/the 
world/modem times/us include: 

Too many laws, too many taxes, bad politicians, terrible 
politicians, corrupt politicians, leftist anti-American fellow trav- 
elers, right-wing fascists, the two-party system, the New World 
Order, “dipshit” voters, an overcomplacent public, rich people, 
corporations, too much money polluting politics, “pre-chosen” 
candidates, big-business government, illegal immigrants, those 
opposed to illegal immigrants, lack of enforcement of laws against 
illegal immigrants, Fox News, MSNBC, all the media, government 
itself, constitutional government, laws, due process, the war on 
drugs, police enforcement of the law, lack of police enforcement 
of the law, police enforcement of the wrong laws, society, crimes 
against society, capitalism, the destruction of capitalism by social- 
ism, lack of patriotism, too much patriotism, those who are mind- 
lessly patriotic, those who are mindlessly anti-American, overin- 
carceration, not enough incarceration, too much freedom, not

enough freedom, crime, crime enforcement, not enough citizens 
participating in government, too many citizens participating in 
government, zoning, the lack of zoning, pollution, the laws trying 
to limit pollution, Democrats, Republicans, people who disagree 
with “me,” anyone but “me,” all people, citizens, any one who 
believes that we have any freedom, anyone who doesn’t realize 
we are living in a prefascist state, anyone who votes, anyone who 
doesn’t vote, the Constitution, violations of the Constitution, and 
so on, into infinity. 

Conversely, so many of those who detail problems such as 
those in the list above also have strong views on the factors 
that don’t create problems: 

“Me,” “my ideas,” “my selflessness, integrity, moral purity, 
and lack of bias.” 

In fact, since these people are self-anointed as being much 
smarter than and standing head-and-shoulders above the rest, 
they understand not only the problems but how to solve them. 
Their superiority in every way is so evident to them that the 
tone of what they write often ends up sounding condescend- 
ing and contemptuous toward most everyone else. 

Regularly, this column is accused of suffering self-aggrandiz- 
ing contradictions, practicing exactly what it preaches against. 
A recent response asked: “Are you just one of those simpletons 
who ‘love the smear’? . . . You seem pretty comfortable reduc- 
ing complex issues to black and white, good and evil, and so 
on. You decry those who mindlessly condemn others, then go 
right on to condemn people of faith, pro-life advocates, con- 
spiracy theorists, Dick Cheney, and Karl Rove. Gee, couldn’t 
see that coming. ... You engage in the same behavior you 
decry: simplifying the complex in order to validate your own 
preconceived notions.” 

Sorry about that, but it just isn’t true. It is neither hypo- 
critical nor contradictory to disagree with and criticize others, 
nor to decry government policies, party positions, and fast- 
spreading, easily changed public opinions. Supporting free 
speech means that everyone gets his or her say. It does not 
preclude disagreement, argument, spit- takes, or even outright 
skepticism. Insisting that those whose opinions differ from 
yours are purposefully evil and deliberately demonic - and 
therefore should be disenfranchised or silenced - is not the 
same as challenging and/or dismissing ideas.

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Desirable States 

All arguments are not equal, all positions are 
not morally justifiable, all opinions are not well- 
thought-out, and all ideological, political, and 
issue advocacy is not inherently valid. One of the 
most basic assumptions of the Constitution is 
that the population is neither homogeneous nor 
shares a basically consistent ideology; thus, in a 
representative democratic republic, good govern- 
ment does not come from uniformity or harmony. 
Instead, it comes out of the conflicts between ide- 
ologies, political parties, economic theories, and 
standards of acceptable social behavior. Rather 
than there being one dominant party or ideol- 
ogy, there is the ongoing, intense, impassioned, 
and even militant debate over issues, policies, 
politics, and ideas. When a universally enfran- 
chised citizenry is engaged, the only way for- 
ward through these cacophonous conflicts is by 
negotiation and compromise. Ideally, this should 
result in a situation with which few citizens are 
either completely happy or totally miserable, with 
few who fully approve of or totally condemn the 
government. The above may seem like the worst 
recipe for good government; instead, it is actually 
perhaps the very best. 

Harmony, unity of thought, consisten- 
cy of policy, and lockstep and/or top-down 
thinking are not just undesirable but toxic. 
Dissatisfaction, chaos, confrontation, intense 
disagreement, an always shifting balance of 
power, and unending conflict is not just okay, 
but the most desirable condition. 


It is not necessary for all of us to love one another 
or even to get along, but what is mandatory is the 
understanding that better government comes out 
of the consensus process, not from ideological or 
partisan domination. Most citizens and elected offi- 
cials are passionate about this country and believe 
that the policies and ideas they advocate are those 
that will best serve it. Usually they also feel that the 
agenda of those they stand in sharpest opposition 
to will destroy the country. Still, the intentions of 
almost all are positive and constructive, with very 
few purposely trying to do harm or intentional evil. 

It is important to leam that consistent extremism 
is not a virtue but a pollutant. It is equally if not 
more important to come to an understanding that 
compromise is not inherendy corrupt, but rather is 
often necessary. In order for this country and govern- 
ment to work, respect for all, even those whose ideas 
we find the most repugnant, is essential. Disagreeing 
with someone over facts or policies, even if it leads 
to mocking his or her reasoning, is far different from 
questioning his or her motivations or insisting that he 
or she is traitorous and evil. 

None of us has all or even most of the answers. 
The truly dangerous among us are those who think 
or are certain that what they believe and what they 
think the country should do is unquestionably 
right. Conversely, they know just as certainly that 
what others believe and what they think the country 
should do is not only wrong and will prove harmful, 
but is deliberately that way and intentionally evil. 
When all is said and done, even any extreme intel- 
lectual combat over ideas is healthy; denigrating 
and demonizing people is just the opposite. ■

its fifth year classified as “academically unaccept- 
able.” Board of trustees President Mark Williams 
said the decision “stinks.” Scott informed new 
Superintendent Meria Carstarphen (pictured 
above) of his decision in a letter dated July 2 - 
her second day on the job - and the public was 
informed on July 8. Education Austin President 
Louis Malfaro said he could not understand why 
Scott had not given more warning or taken the 
school’s improvements into account, as current 
legislation allows. He added, “If any school has 
made its case that the community’s rallying 
behind it and it’s making academic improvement, 
that’s Pearce.” The district will hold a community 
meeting on the closure on July 15, 6:30pm, at 
the school. 


A watering ban in South Austin was lifted 
Wednesday after the city repaired a busted water 
main on Walsh Tarlton Lane, near Barton Creek 
Square mall, which contractors accidentally bored 
into late Monday night.

We all know the cliche about politics mak- 
ing for strange bedfellows, but you know 
someone’s wearing the beer goggles when the 
Austin Police Association and the Austin 
American-Statesman s editorial authors 
end up under the sheets. 

The consummation came some 
two weeks ago, with the editori- 
al, “Timing off to create music 
department in Austin,” in which 
the daily echoed APA complaints 
about creating the department in 
the thick of a budget shortfall. “If 
the city can siphon money from 
other sources to build a music depart- 
ment,” said the Statesman, “then why not tap 
those sources to maintain library services, 
pool hours, parks and street maintenance?” 


A fraught question, but let us note the irony 
of the Statesman - which has laid waste to 
entire forests printing screeds bemoaning the 
undue power, influence, and cash of the pub- 
lic-safety unions - aligning with the APA 
to pressure City Council when it 
suits them. As long as were bust- 
ing out cliches, the daily might 
want to revisit that one about the 
ends justifying the means. 

Yet the music department 
long-player continued spinning 
out in the Statesman this week, as 
City Manager Marc Ott sat down with 
the editorial board for “a wide-ranging 
discussion” of the city’s budget-cutting efforts 
- of which a scant three topics were deemed 
fit to print. Naturally, one of them was the 


editors’ latest obsession, the music depart- 
ment. Asked whether the city could afford to 
create it, Ott said: “I mean I guess if I’m 
directed to do it we will find a way of incor- 
porating it into the budget. I think your ques- 
tion went beyond that as to whether or not 
it’s wise to do that under these economic 
circumstances. And all things considered, this 
probably is not the time. It’s just not the time.” 

Wrangling Over the Spigot 

A marked departure from the majority of 
Ott’s public statements - where he’s endeav- 
ored to draw a bright line of demarcation 
between making policy (council’s job) and 
implementing it (his job) - his remarks illu- 
minated the cold reception the department’s

> COMPREHENSIVE COMPADRES Revving up for the city’s compre- 

hensive planning process is a new group-of-groups, the Austin 
Urban Coalition. Charter members include the Alliance for Public 
Transportation, the American Institute of Architects-Austin, Congress 
for the New Urbanism-Central Texas, and U.S. Green Building 
Council-Central Texas. Other organizations and community leaders 
have attended the two monthly meetings held to date and are 
expected to join AUC. Spokesman Jeb Boyt said, “We are working 
together to promote affordability, mobility, sustainable use of our 
natural resources, and vibrant urban life for all of Austin,” as the 
comprehensive plan moves forward. “We are pledged to implemen- 
tation of the Envision Central Texas Vision,” he continued, and are 
“joined in a common understanding that all of the great cities of 
the world are built on a commitment to great urban public spaces.” 
AUC presented written comments on the Draft Scope Framework for 
the comprehensive plan on June 30; it spoke to specific needs for 
clarity, responsiveness, conflict resolution, a 25-year planning time 
frame, citizen advisory committees, a technical advisory committee, 
and public participation. - Katherine Gregor 

> McCRACKEN’S PECAN STREET PROGRESS Former City Council 

Member Brewster McCracken, upbeat and looking rested after his 
tough mayoral run, chatted with me over lunch this week about clean 
energy, urban design, and rail transit - all enduring passions. Now 
officing at the former MCC building (though recently renamed the 
West Pickle Research Building, it’s still home to the Austin 
Technology Incubator, the 1C 2 Institute, and other high tech UT 
research and development groups), McCracken (no surprise) is work- 
ing hard on the Pecan Street Project. As a member of the govern- 
ing committee, he’s gifting his time (for now) to help the “energy 
Internet” project attain nonprofit-organization status, establish a for- 
mal membership and sponsorship structure, and implement its 
plans. He said Pecan Street Project team reports are due within the 
week; they’ll be compiled into a full set of recommendations to guide 
creation of Pecan Street Project’s pilot projects. - K.G. 

> REED LOSES ANOTHER APPEAL The Court of Criminal Appeals 

again denied an appeal from death row inmate Rodney Reed on July 
1. Reed was convicted for the 1996 murder of 19-year-old Stacey 
Stites, but his supporters have long argued that Stites’ fiance, 
Jimmy Fennell Jr., was a far more likely suspect (see “Who Killed 
Stacey Stites,” May 24, 2002). Fennell returned to the spotlight last 
year when he was sentenced to 10 years in prison for sexually 
assaulting a woman while he was on duty as an officer with the 
Georgetown Police Department. When Reed’s attorneys learned that 
Fennell had been accused by several other women of inappropriate 
sexual conduct - intimidation, stalking, and assault - while on duty, 
they filed a series of appeals, arguing that the newly discovered infor- 
mation strengthens the argument that Fennell was a more likely sus- 
pect. The court, however, stood by its position that defense attorneys 
have not provided enough evidence to undermine their confidence in 
Reed’s conviction. “The allegations of Fennell’s misconduct and 
domestic violence do not exonerate [Reed],” the court wrote. Reed 
“has failed to show that this information constitutes exculpatory evi- 
dence.” The case now moves to federal district court. - Jordan Smith 




GREAT PUBLIC SPACES SUMMIT 

Dancing in the streets, singing odes to streetscapes

When should a park be more than grass and trees? When 
it’s in the urban core and needed for respite 24/7 by work- 
ers, walkers, families, dogs, lovers, loiterers, lunching law- 
yers, and everyone else. Now that Austin is a big city, it’s 
time to provide properly for great public urban spaces, as well 
as natural green spaces. 

That’s the essential takeaway from the June 25 Great 
Public Spaces Summit, organized by the Central Texas chap- 
ters of the Congress for the New Urbanism and the American 
Planning Association. “We need to create dynamic public 
urban spaces - not just passive green space,” was how 
Austin Design Commissioner Eleanor McKinney, a land- 
scape architect, put it. “Austin is at a crossroads,” she said. 

Why a “summit” now? Seems we’ve got unparalleled 
opportunities to create new public spaces now, in 
rethinking Waller Creek, Green Water 
Treatment Plant, Seaholm, future rail transit 
stations, a new Downtown library, and Lady Bird 
Lake shoreline areas. Within the Downtown 
Austin Plan, the historic squares and parks 
and creekfronts are getting fresh attention. 

Let’s not forget Great Streets, a pedestrian- 
friendly Drag, and neighborhood needs. In fact, 
why not make great parks and public spaces - the 
ultimate egalitarian amenity - a theme of the new 
comprehensive plan? 

The full-day program was long on inspiring examples, if 
frustratingly short on the specifics of funding, policy, govern- 
mental action, and public-private partnerships needed to 
make happenin’ places. Council Member Chris Riley noted 
that “successful urban space resonates with us, draws us in, 
has appeal,” with a vitality that reflects the community. Later, 
Council Member Bill Spelman talked up opportunities within 
the Waller Creek District Master Plan. Other speakers includ- 
ed design professionals, nonprofit executives, private devel- 
opers, and community activists. A large crowd heard talks on 
Why Public Space Matters, The Do’s and Don’ts of Public 
Space Design, Public Spaces in Private Developments: Why, 
What, How, and Policy Tools: Best Practices in Public Space 
Strategies. One of the best: Lessons from San Antonio River 
Improvements Project, in which panelists shared a wealth of 
info about the ongoing $279 million project, spanning 13 
miles of the waterway - a timely model for Waller Creek. 

“Make Austin Weirder” was the rallying cry of Alex Gilliam, 
director of the nonprofit PublicWorks. Great public spaces 
need great programming, so Gilliam showed fun ideas for 
how other “creative capital” cities have created urban play 
spaces - some zany, temporary, or created by kids. Could 
Austinites also get happier and healthier with a hula-hoop 
dome (Milan); treasure hunts; hot-pink, inflatable furniture; a 


evelopin 
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traveling playground-in-a-box; or a mobile karaoke-and-ice- 
cream truck? Panelists suggested low-tech solutions, such as 
painting the pavement to transform a blighted cul-de-sac, to 
quickly improve an affordable housing project in Northeast 
Austin, a public space plan undertaken by Green Doors. 

Besides all the urban plans in play, an important backdrop 
was the recession - a once-in-a-generation chance for govern- 
ment to assertively forge public-private partnerships and 
actively shape public spaces around community needs and 
values. Plus, new Parks and Recreation Department Director 
Sara Hensley is shaking PARD out of its doldrums, calling 
for fresh ideas on how to improve, fund, design, and program 
parks - including PARD-owned urban spaces. McKinney con- 
trasted neglected Brush Square (a full-block Downtown park 
at the terminus of the Red Line) with Jamison Square 
in Portland, Ore., and Paley Park in NYC - a tiny, 
well-designed urban respite that offers food, mov- 
able chairs and tables, shade trees, and the 
relaxing white noise of a waterfall. “The best 
public spaces are eccentric, unique, and of their 
time,” said McKinney. 

Architect Larry Speck pointed to the exam- 
ple of Discovery Green, a 12-acre park created out 
of a parking lot on the east side of downtown Hous- 
ton. He cited how the “phenomenal transformation” 
had immediately resulted in the construction of a new resi- 
dential tower (100% occupied in a down market), a new office 
building (fully leased), and a 19% increase in bookings at the 
adjacent convention center - all directly tied to the creation 
of the new park. Throughout the day, we heard repeatedly 
that great public spaces deliver measurable economic bene- 
fits and shore up real estate values. Developer Tom Terkel 
discussed the revelatory New Urbanist “journey” that was the 
Triangle, then urged, “We have to create political will in the 
community to create great public infrastructure.” 

But at the end of the day, frustration erupted over why 
Austin can’t seem to fund and build the great public spaces 
for which the audience was salivating. “Dedicated funding 
sources are the key,” said CNU member Alex Tynberg. “The 
best thing this group could do is pursue what’s available and 
achievable.” Planning Commissioner Dave Anderson 
observed, “There’s no mechanism to allow this to happen all 
over town.” A new Austinite asked: “Why has it been so hard 
to get funding in Austin? What is it? What’s getting in the 
way?” Hmm, given a coalition of developers and Downtown/ 
neighborhoodies now demanding great public spaces - 
seems any savvy politician worth their rowing rights on Lady 
Bird Lake would jump on this one and pull hard. ■

received at the city. The first warning was the 
three multi-million-dollar department per- 
mutations delivered to council in May, over- 
seen by Assistant City Manager Sue Edwards 
and Ott’s chief of staff, Anthony Snipes, 
which seemingly sought to torpedo the 
department under a top-heavy, costly bureau- 
cracy. The second came in the run-up to 
what seemed to be the likely creation of the 
music department at council’s last meeting 
before summer hiatus, June 18. Then, it was 
postponed till August by Council Member 
Sheryl Cole, who wanted more time to eye- 
ball the item, per the police complaint. But 
even before that, according to sources close 
to the process, city staff pored over the 
agenda item, nit-picking its language. In light 
of the resistance, it’s hard not to think in- 
house battles over control of city resources 
- who has their hands on the spigot - are 
more at issue than the actual cost, approxi- 
mately $300,000, a relatively negligible sum 
when compared to the overall $30 million to 
$43 million budget gap the city faces. 

If the internal wrangling over funding the 
department weren’t enough, there’s also the 
question, being borne out most fully in the 
local blogosphere, over whether the depart- 
ment and the Live Music Task Force are actu- 
ally doing what they were created to do - 
identify and address the concerns of the local 
music community - or whether the process 
has been hornswoggled by homeowner forc- 
es who’d just as soon pull the plug on osten- 
sibly irritating outdoor venues. 

Austin Unplugged 

By now it’s known that the noise com- 
plaint against Shady Grove that handcuffed 
its summer concert series - until council 
retroactively waived its venue regulations for 
six months - originated from Scott Trainer, 
the task force’s “neighborhood representa- 
tive.” Local blogger Mike “M1EK” Dahmus, 
always up for a neighborhood association 
beat-down, has further highlighted connec- 
tions between Trainer and the Austin Neigh- 
borhoods Council. From there, it’s a short 
step to Laura Morrison, the former ANC 
president, who, as council member, co- 
sponsored the item that would have created 
the music department and reworked music 
venue permitting earlier this year. In March, 


just prior to South by Southwest’s music 
deluge, Morrison and Mike Martinez spon- 
sored an “emergency” item taking effect 
immediately, which specified permitting 
requirements for venues. In pointing to deci- 
bel limits for music at restaurants, the item 
highlighted a historically unenforced require- 
ment setting restaurant limits at 70 decibels 
instead of 85, which led to complaints end- 
ing music at Freddie’s Place. 

Shady Grove was silenced not due to deci- 
bel issues but because, as it was in the process 
of reapplying for a permit under the louder 
cocktail lounge limit, its current permit lapsed. 
Dahmus and others feel the zoning change- 
over may not be that easy. Blogger Chris 
Bradford (www.austincontrarian.com) writes that 
in addition to going through the conditional- 
use permitting process, restaurants “will have 
to submit site plans and comply with all code 
requirements enacted since they obtained 
their initial use permits, including parking, 
compatibility, setbacks, etc. ... Rather than 
being a minor, administrative matter, a reclas- 
sification will be time-consuming, expensive, 
and fraught with uncertainty.” He also notes 
venues will have to renew their permits yearly, 
meaning nonplussed neighborhoods can wait 
them out. Or as Dahmus writes, “the ‘easy 
change to cocktail lounge use’ is a load of crap 

- it’s going to give nearby neighbors an 
annual shot at closing them down, or require 
expensive and impractical physical upgrades, 
or some combination of the two.” 

This isn’t to accuse Morrison of leading a 
conspiracy to unplug Barton Springs Road to 
make the stretch safe for the landed gentry 

- co-sponsor Martinez is too savvy to get 
rolled like that, even if it were true. And even 
the irony of Trainer’s task force membership 
is somewhat understandable, as the group 
was assembled, in part, to get neighbors and 
venues right with each other; the city prefers 
to have rabble-rousers inside the tent pissing 
out rather than outside the tent pissing in. 
But between the daily’s drubbing, institu- 
tional inertia and confusion created by the 
“clean up” language on venue permitting, 
council - especially Morrison, who’s received 
the most online vitriol - needs to hit the right 
notes about music matters this summer. ■

Special Session: In and Out in a Jiffy 


The first (and possibly last) special ses- 
sion of the 81st Legislature was a model of 
efficiency: Two major pieces of legislation 
passed in 31 hours, with unanimous votes in 
both House and Senate. But this was only 
achieved by lawmakers refusing to touch two 
extra issues that Gov. Rick Perry placed on 
the agenda and using the constrained time 
frame he had chosen against him. 

When the Senate ended the regular ses- 
sion on June 1, it was clear there were two 
pieces of unfinished business that might trig- 
ger a special session: authorizing the issue 
of the first $2 billion of the $5 billion in 
bonds approved by voters in 2007 and pass- 
ing Sunset legislation for the agencies that 
didn’t get the legal authorization to continue 
operating in the regular session. So when 
Perry called lawmakers back for what he 


hoped would be a three-day session (in on 
July 1, out before July 4), lawmakers were 
forewarned. Senate Transportation & 
Homeland Security Committee Vice Chair 
Kirk Watson, D-Austin, explained, “There 
was a strong, significant consensus that, if 
you’re going to call us back, let’s take care of 
the two things that need to be taken care of, 
then get out.” 

However, it was the additional measures 
on the call that concerned lawmakers. The 
first was Perry’s request to allocate $1 billion 
of the $2 billion to establish the Texas 
Transportation Revolving Fund, issuing 
loans for local transport projects. The second 
was Perry’s request to extend and alter the 
terms for the handful of private-equity toll- 
road projects, primarily in North Texas, 
exempted from the 2007 moratorium on 


Rejiggering the Sunset Process 

With the passage of the Sunset rescheduling bill in the special session, lawmakers ensured the 
doors will remain open at the Departments of Transportation and Insurance during the next two 
years. That was a real concern since their “Sunset” bills, along with those for three smaller agen- 
cies, didn’t pass in the regular session. Rather than try to pass the full Sunset bills, lawmakers 
passed a slightly amended version of the 


Sunset Safety Net bill from the regular session, 
rescheduling the review dates for several agen- 
cies. Now legislators will address regulatory 
agencies in the 2011 session, leaving them 
free in 2013 to concentrate on the massive 
Health and Human Services Commission, 
among others. Sunset Commission Chair Carl 
Isett, R-Lubbock, explained that this doesn’t 
mean throwing out the reviews written in 2009. 
Sunset staff will simply look at what recom- 
mendations the agencies chose to implement 
voluntarily. While Isett said he would prefer not 
to use this quick fix, the time constraints of the 
special session weighed against him: “If we 
were to try to do the full Sunset bills, that 
would dramatically elongate the time we would 
have to be down there.” - R.W.

comprehensive development 
agreements, or CDAs. Both 
met a cool response from legis- 
lators. Watson observed, “There 
was a general feeling that, when 
you’ve got problems with the funding of 
transportation, the idea that the one thing 
you throw out there is privatized toll roads 
just isn’t the way to go.” 

The bonds went into House Bill 1 and the 
Sunset fix into Senate Bill 2 (see “Rejiggering 
the Sunset Process,” below) and both passed 
easily. But the new fund, which was added 
into HB 1, and the CDA reforms in HB 3 both 
faltered quickly. Lawmakers made a simple 
calculation: Stick around and take up all mea- 
sures in depth, or stick to Perry’s accelerated 
schedule and leave some measures pending. 

At the end of the first day, House Transpor- 
tation Committee Chair Joe Pickett, D-EI 
Paso, was cautiously optimistic about getting 
everything to the floor (“Well, we’ve got 30 
days,” he said, referring to the maximum 
duration of a special), but the revolving fund 
stalled first. A similar measure had passed 
the Senate as SB 1350 in the regular ses- 
sion, with Watson voting for it because it put 
a little more money into local funding. Yet he 
still had concerns, calling it “Band-Aid stuff 
[that is] clearly taking money that the voters 
authorized for state transportation projects.” 
And although SB 1350 had passed out of 
the House Transportation Committee, the 
other members had never seen it. Rep. 
Valinda Bolton, D-Austin, bluntly explained 
their concerns the day before the special 
started: “If you know anything about it,” she 
said, “you know more about it than we do.” 
Ultimately, House members were wary of 
establishing a new fund with a $1 billion 
treasury on two days’ debate and instead 
placed the cash with the State Infrastructure 
Bank. Bolton put the decision down to “a 
trust issue, at least in part,” and suggested 
that if the governor wants the fund, there 
should be a full interim study and a proper 
debate next session. 

The CDA exemptions in SB 3 met similar 
concerns, but members were also on the 
receiving end of direct lobbying by anti-toll 
groups like Texans Uniting for Reform & Free- 
dom. Rep. Phil King, R-Weatherford, said mem- 
bers had been “inundated” with calls from 
opponents; when the bill stalled out without a 
vote, TURF board member Hank Gilbert proud- 
ly announced, “We killed Goliath,” and called it 
a victory over Perry and the toll-road lobby. 

Watson placed the responsibility for both 
failed measures with Perry and Lt. Gov. 

David Dewhurst for not consulting with law- 


Martinez Corners 
Cornyn 

While the special session was generally 
peaceful, not everything under the dome was 
completely convivial. On July 1, U.S. Sen. John 
Cornyn, R-Texas, dropped by the Capitol 
Agricultural Museum for a meeting over boxed 
lunches and cupcakes with members of the 
Mexican American Legislative Caucus, as well 
as Austin’s Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez and 
other elected officials. The discussion was 
polite, ranging from education provision to the 
tone of the immigration debate, with attendees 
trying to find common ground. As Cornyn got 
up to leave, Martinez squeezed in one last 
question, probing the Senate Judiciary 
Committee member about the barrage of “rhe- 
torical questions” to Supreme Court nominee 
Judge Sonia Sotomayor on his website. Cornyn 
responded that, while she has “a compelling 
story that makes us all feel good about 
America” and he will oppose a filibuster of her 
nomination, he will wait until after her July 13 
confirmation hearings to decide how he will 
vote. The questions, he added, were simply 
“public education” about her record. Martinez 
was unconvinced. “He’s taking judgments from 
Sotomayor and turning them into questions,” he 
said, adding that he is concerned that Cornyn 
is painting her as an activist jurist. - R.W.

makers ahead of time, giving them less than 
a week’s warning about the start of the spe- 
cial, and misreading their willingness to rush 
complex and contentious legislation through 
without serious debate. Since the bonds 
could be issued and the funds spent, and 
the CDAs in question were safe until 2011, 
Watson said, “The burning platform didn’t 
really seem to be on fire.” 

So will Perry call another special session? It 
seems unlikely. He said he was “pleased” with 
what this session achieved and gave no indi- 
cation of bringing the CDAs, the revolving fund, 
or any other issues back early. Before heading 
off for the interim, House Speaker Joe Straus 
said, “His parting words at breakfast the other 
day were, ‘We’ll see you in 2011.”'

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What a difference a day makes. Or even 
less than a day. 

On the morning of June 26, Austin Rep. 
Lloyd Doggett was denouncing HR 2454, 
the American Clean Energy and Security 
Act. That put the loyal Democrat in line with 
the rest of the Austin delegation, all of 
whom are Republicans. But by the end of 
the day, he was holding his nose and voting 
for the bill. 

The Republicans’ objections to the reso- 
lution were predictable, mostly focused on 
the effect it would have on the existing 
energy companies, taxes, and job loss. 
District 10 Rep. Michael McCaul warned 
the act “will create a National Energy Tax, 
cost millions of Americans their jobs, and 
sends ‘polluting’ industries to countries 
with less environmental regulation” and 
called the bill “a failed European model 
that we shouldn’t import into the United 
States.” Similarly, District 21 Rep. Lamar 
Smith said: “In Europe, cap-and-trade poli- 
cies have raised energy prices on consum- 
ers and put companies out of business. 

The decrease in carbon emissions has 
been negligible.” 

Doggett’s opposition took a different tack: 
that the bill didn’t go far enough. “This 
energy bill’s fine print betrays its laudable 
purpose,” Doggett said on the House floor. 
“It is too weak to greatly spur new technolo- 
gies and green jobs. An administration anal- 
ysis shows that doing nothing actually 
results in more new renewable energy elec- 
tricity generation capacity than approving 
this bill. 

“Vital authority for the EPA is stripped, 
but 2 billion additional tons of pollution are 
authorized every year forever. Residential 
consumer protection is incredibly entrusted 
to the mercy of utility companies. Exempting 
100 new coal plants and paying billions to 
Old King Coal does indeed leave him ‘a very 
merry old soul.’ This bill is 85 percent differ- 
ent from what President Obama proposed 
just a few months ago.” 

That evening, he wasn’t exactly singing a 
different tune, but he had at least changed 


key. “I’m voting for final passage,” Doggett 
said. “I’ve been listening to the debate, not 
so much to those who support a bill that I’m 
not all that enthusiastic about, but listening 
to the flat-Earth society and the climate 
deniers and some of the most inane argu- 
ments I have heard against refusing to act 
on this vital national security challenge. 

... I believe there is still some hope to 
make improvements once it gets out of 
the House - better to have a seat at the 
table to try to influence the change that is 
needed in this legislation.” 

So what happened? 

“This is a classic example of when some- 
thing is better than nothing,” Doggett told the 
Chronicle. “This was right on the line. My 
opinion of this bill did not change, but my 
response of what to do about this bill did.” 

Doggett said the night before the vote, he 
met with President Obama and made it clear 
he was not a supporter of the bill. The next 
day, he met with Sen. Barbara Boxer, former 
Vice President Al Gore, and bill sponsors 
Reps. Henry Waxman and Ed Markey. “I 
reached the conclusion by the slightest of 
margins that I might have the ability to influ- 
ence this as the bill moved forward,” 

Doggett said. 

Doggett said his vote change was not the 
result of any threats. “Most folks that know 
me know that nothing would push me fur- 
ther to the other side than that.” Asked if 
he asked for anything in exchange for his 
vote - which was crucial, as it passed by a 
slim 219-212 margin - he said not in the 
usual horse-trading sense, but he did press 
for his concerns to be addressed. “In the 
course of those discussions, the prospect 
that I might serve on the conference com- 
mittee was raised, and I think there’s a 
good chance that might happen,” he said. 
“We started out with a bill introduced weak 
and which steadily got weaker. As a confer- 
ee, the best that might be accomplished ... 
may be to just stave off further weakening, 
although it’s inconceivable how this could 
get any weaker.”

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AISD WORKING OUT TECHNOLOGY 
COSTS AND KINKS 


There’s a saying among technologists: It’s 
never the right time to buy a computer. Next 
month’s model will be faster, with more 
memory and better applications. But the 
Austin Independent School District is on a 
major buying spree, and the requirements of 
modern education mean waiting is not an 
option. “Technology’s going to play an 
increasingly important part in how we deliver 
instruction to students,” said AISD trustee 
Robert Schneider. 

The district’s 2008 bond issue, which pays 
for the investment, was originally planned as 
a technology bond, and that remained the 
biggest single component ($70 million out of 
$344 million). Several major infrastructure 
components, such as installing wireless on 
all campuses, have been completed, as has 
the replacement of 2,000 desktop computers 
and several hundred print- 
ers. Now the discussion 
revolves around two compo- 
nents: innovation stations 
and computer carts. 

“Innovation stations” is the 
district’s term for integrated 
systems, including docu- 
ment cameras, hi-def pro- 
jectors, and audio-visual 
equipment, that allow teach- 
ers to bring multimedia 
learning into the classroom. 

The computer carts are not 
only a way of transporting 
computers to classrooms 
but also a secure recharging and docking sta- 
tion for multiple laptops. As technical specifi- 
cations are finalized, some trustees worry 
that the district is trimming the carts to buy 
deluxe innovation stations. 

The original estimate for the innovation 
stations was $2,500 per classroom, but that’s 
crept up nearer to $4,000. In part, that’s 
come down to the district staff clarifying its 
needs, such as wanting ceiling-mounted pro- 
jectors rather than mobile equipment on a 
cart. Part of the cost increase can be attrib- 
uted to the district having a better under- 


standing of what technology is available, and 
part was a result of technical necessity, such 
as needing more powerful projectors for larger 
classrooms. The plan, explained Gray Salada, 
AISD’s executive director of technology, “is to 
install 1,500 classrooms this year, then 
another 1,500 next year, and then see how 
much money we have left and continue as far 
as we can go.” 

Staff believe that higher-end equipment, 
complete with warranties, will be a cost saver 
over time. In addition, the stations make tele- 
visions redundant, meaning the district will 
be able to pull out all its old coaxial cable. 
Staff are also balancing the relative merits of 
using smaller, less powerful netbooks rather 
than full-fledged laptops for their mobile 
carts, cutting costs from $24,000 per unit to 
around $12,000. 

But some trustees worry 
that rising specifications and 
costs may leave some schools 
with either no equipment or a 
substandard substitute. Board 
Vice President Vince Torres 
is concerned that netbooks 
are being proposed because 
they are replaceable and 
cheap rather than because 
they meet students’ needs. 

“I hate to be purchasing a 
throw-away item with bond 
money,” he said. But Schneider 
said he liked the idea of a 
“$300 netbook that we can 
put all the textbooks on, plus give students 
fundamentals like word processors and 
Internet access.” While smaller netbooks 
can’t handle heavy-duty tasks like video edit- 
ing, they will be supplemented by other, 
more powerful machines, and, he added, “It 
gives [students] a significant foothold into 
a technology environment that was not 
there before.” 

Once the vendor contract and the technical 
details are confirmed, staff will work on the 
rollout of the new equipment. Conscious of 
not leaving comparable schools lagging, Salada

said the district will work with the eventual 
vendor to decide “the quickest, most efficient 
way to do it. The plan right now is to do the 
high schools, then the middle schools, then 
the elementaries.” The exact order of cam- 
puses, he said, is still undecided. 

The district has already started instructing 
about 1,100 teachers on using the stations 
as a teaching tool. Salada called them “the 
early adopters,” who will serve as technolo- 
gy advocates and mentors to their col- 
leagues. But Education Austin President 
Louis Malfaro said the district must get 
past “the bling factor” of new equipment 
and take teacher training seriously. While he 
applauded the district’s decision to give 
every teacher a laptop and access to the 
data warehouse of school records, “We 
found the majority of teachers had never 
accessed the system.” It wasn’t technopho- 
bia: The district had never trained them “to 
use the data in a meaningful way to inte- 
grate it into the learning process.” 

Salada said the district is working on 
becoming more tech-friendly and pointed to 
innovations like the online grade book 
ParentConnection, which allows parents to 
access student records online. Schneider 
welcomed such changes but called them 
“way overdue” and said there is plenty left to 


do at all levels. If students are using elec- 
tronic textbooks, he asked, why can’t trust- 
ees get their weekly reports sent to them 
electronically? “There’s no reason to be 
doing that any more. We could be using the 
same hardware to get our work done.” 

Beneath that, he argued, are deeper ques- 
tions about whether the district should look 
at open-source software rather than default- 
ing to a major vendor. “The community sup- 
ports [open source] a lot more than the dis- 
trict does,” he said. 

Torres was equally worried about the lack of 
fiscal planning. As a former bond advisory 
committee member, he included a 10% contin- 
gency into construction bonds for budget over- 
run. That staff didn’t have that same mindset 
for the tech budget, especially when prices 
and specifications can fluctuate so fast, he 
said, “doesn’t give me a warm fuzzy feeling.” 

Schneider and Torres agreed that the district 
must do a better job of integrating technology 
spending into the regular budget. The current 
model of buying high-end equipment with big 
bonds once a decade, then supporting it with 
the state’s annual $1.9 million technology 
allotment, just won’t cut it any more, Schneider 
said, but “it’s going to take a while to get out 
of that mindset.” - Richard Whittaker

Drought Prompts Call for Conservation 


Citing low levels of water in Lake Travis that discour- 
aged Fourth of July weekend recreation, Environment 
Texas is calling on City Council to increase water conser- 
vation funding by at least one-third. “Lake Travis and 
Barton Springs are critical waterways for Central Texas. 
They provide us with clean, safe water to drink and beau- 
tiful places to escape the demands of the city and let our 
children play and swim,” said Director Luke Metzger. 

The advocacy group cited Lower Colorado River 
Authority statistics showing Lake Travis is 38 feet 
below full level, which has led to the closure of 11 of 
12 boat ramps. The Don’t Empty Lake Travis 
Association also is concerned that full closure of 
dam lanes could be imminent, which could eliminate 
public access to the lake. 

Flows from the Edwards Aquifer to Barton Springs 

are now in a “critical stage drought.” Metzger said the 


Texas Water Development Board encourages cities 
to set a long-term cap of using 140 gallons per capita 
daily. He said Austin projects using 177.5 gallons per 
capita daily this year; by contrast, San Antonio proj- 
ects using 136 gallons per capita daily - the result of 
a more aggressive conservation program (forced by a 
tighter supply). 

Environment Texas and the Save Our Springs 
Alliance called on the city to develop a plan to get 
down to 140 - rather than the current plan to get to 
166 in 10 years - and then push lower. Meanwhile, 
Environment Texas is sending staff door-to-door 
throughout Austin to educate residents (12,000 so 
far) about the urgent situation, distribute literature, 
and get signatures on council petitions calling for 
increased public education, rebates, and auditing.

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Cap Metro Shifts Routes, Riles Drivers 


Capital Metro has made another cost-cut- 
ting move in response to its current budget 
crunch - one that will certainly fuel more 
charges of union-busting from its workers. 

The transit agency shifted the starting 
points of certain routes between its three 
garages to reduce “deadhead time” - non- 
revenue time spent driving an empty bus 
from the garage to the route start. According 
to a Cap Metro statement, “this adjustment 
is expected to yield an operating efficiency 
gain of 2,273 hours per year due to more 
efficient route allocation and reduced dead- 
head, and is consistent with ongoing sys- 
tem optimization efforts.” 

That amounts to a 0.2% 
reduction in total yearly 
operation hours. 

That’s controversial to 
the Amalgamated Transit 
Union Local 1091 because 
each garage uses a differ- 
ent labor contractor. The 
majority of Cap Metro’s 
routes run out of its main 
headquarters at 2910 E. 

Fifth and use drivers and 
mechanics employed by 
StarTran, the best-paid 
workers. Workers employed 
by Veolia Transportation 
are based at Cap Metro’s 
East 51st Street garage, 
and employees of First 
Transit work from the North Operations 
Facility on McNeil Road, near Burnet Road 
and U.S. 183. The labor contracts for those 
two companies were negotiated separately 
from StarTran and aren’t as lucrative, so the 
union wants to keep as many jobs as possi- 
ble with StarTran. 

On the surface, the changes may look 
like an even trade: Routes 37 and 137 
(Colony Park and Colony Park Flyer, respec- 
tively) moved from StarTran to Veolia, while 
routes 9 and 201 (Enfield/Travis Heights 
and Southpark Meadows) went vice versa, 
and route 243 (Wells Branch) went from 


Veolia to First Transit. But not all routes 
are created equal, says union president 

Jay Wyatt. 

“You can’t just look at a route off the sur- 
face,” says Wyatt. “37 is a very heavily trav- 
eled route, which means there will be more 
buses on that route, which means there will 
be more runs. So it’s not an even swap. 

Now you look at number 9 ... and the 201, 
those are very small routes.” In other words, 
more hours worked by cheaper employees. 
Wyatt also disputed the deadhead argu- 
ment, pointing to Veolia-operated routes 
that pass near the East Fifth garage. 

In response, Wyatt filed 
a grievance arguing that 
the shifts were made in 
violation of the union’s 
StarTran contract, demand- 
ing “to bargain over both 
the decision and the 
effects of the decision.” 

He asserts that the chang- 
es are really about retaliat- 
ing against ATU for a strike 
last November. “They’ve 
been trying to snatch 
money any way they can,” 
Wyatt charged, noting a 
recent proposal that union 
members forgo contractu- 
ally obligated raises this 
year to help the budget. 
Responding to the com- 
plaint, StarTran General Manager Terry 
Garcia Crews would only say, “The griev- 
ance process will be followed according to 
the timelines as delineated in the collective 
bargaining agreement.” 

Cap Metro spokesman Adam Shaivitz 
didn’t directly respond to the retaliation 
charge but said, “When evaluating garage 
assignments, it is Capital Metro’s responsi- 
bility to the taxpayers to make the most effi- 
cient use of our resources.” In the past, Cap 
Metro has denied union-busting and main- 
tains that labor relations are between the 
union and the contractors. - Lee Nichols 
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Enter Austin Post 

New online venture seeks to create 
a ‘conversational democracy’

When veteran local writer Spike Gillespie 
realized that Austin Post was yet another new 
website offering her “exposure” for her work 
instead of actual pay, she vented in the only 
forum available - her personal blog. “If I want 
exposure, I’ll hop up on the bar and take my 
shirt off, thank you very much,” wrote 
Gillespie, the author of several books and a 
columnist with national credentials. “And how 
soon will the promised exposure net me invi- 
tations from still more websites willing to not 
pay me for my writing in exchange for still 
more exposure?” 

Gillespie’s anger is understandable. At a 
time when an unprecedented number of pro- 
fessional writers are unemployed, a wave of 
new sites like Austin Post are flipping them 
the bird, building business models based on 
not paying writers. From The Huffington Post 
to Austinist.com, the focus is on promoting 
amateurs and “citizen journalists” while 
ignoring the value of writers who have 
spent years honing their craft and 
may actually know something 
about their topics. 

Austin Post, which can be 
found in its “alpha” version at 
www.austinpost.org, is backed by 
the Trilogy Employee 
Foundation, the nonprofit arm of 
local tech company Trilogy 
Enterprises. It aspires to create a 
new form of community forum, with content 
produced by dozens of local bloggers and vol- 
unteer writers. Readers will vote on stories, 
creating a site “of the people, by the people, 
for the people,” says Trilogy President Scott 
Brighton, who compares Austin Post to 
SeekingAlpha.com, the business-focused 
blog aggregate. 

Trilogy has hired five people, including an 
editor, to launch the enterprise, which is not 
short on ambition. “We want to foster a living 
conversation about issues of particular rele- 
vance to the people of Austin,” the site pro- 
claims. “We are conversational democracy, 
not aristocratic rhetoric.” 


And what kind of fascist numb-nut wouldn’t 
support a “conversational democracy”? But 
Austin Post’s proletariat rhetoric goes a step 
further. Instead of simply running a bunch of 
free copy from bloggers, the site expects to 
play a role in the changing face of journalism, 
billing itself as a “new kind of newspaper” 
and “Newspaper 2.0.” 

“We will have more journalists on the 
ground than any newspaper could ever staff,” 
said Editor-in-Chief Lyssa Myska Allen, 
whose previous experience primarily focused 
on writing about fashion and design for the 
likes of Austin Woman, Texas Home & Living, 
and Houston Modem Luxury. 

One of the site’s enthusiastic supporters 
is Matt Glazer, editor of must-read political 
blog Burnt Orange Report. He finds the idea 
“empowering” for writers looking for a wider 
audience. “A bunch of sites are never seen 
or read, and the good ones are going to 

shine on Austin Post,” said Glazer, who 
is serving on the site’s advisory 
board (and is not paid for his work 
on Burnt Orange). 

But not all local bloggers are 
thrilled about the concept. “It 
sounded like a great opportunity 
until I realized I wasn’t going to 
get paid,” said Jette Kernion, edi- 
tor of Slackerwood, a local film 
industry blog. She was put off by the 
Post’s rhetoric. “I didn’t want to hear about 
the newspaper model when contributors 
aren’t getting paid,” she said. 

Beyond the lack of pay, experienced writers 
may find several aspects of Austin Post 
annoying. Unlike a “meta-blog” like Austin 
Bloggers, which simply collects headlines of 
local blogs, Austin Post will not directly drive 
traffic to a blogger’s site, beyond a generic 
link in the writer’s profile. Austin Post will 
keep the readers and the “conversations” at 
Austin Post, which may not help bloggers try- 
ing to build audiences for their own sites. 

And unlike open forums, there is a filter to 
the site - posts will have to be approved by 


an editor. Allen says the primary criteria will 
be legal issues, not content, although she 
will keep an eye on readability. She will also 
watch for blatantly promotional posts. But 
that will be tough, since by definition the 
“exposure” model primarily appeals to writ- 
ers with an ulterior motive, something to 
gain. “The community will find which ones 
are best and most trusted,” Allen said. 

The “community” will also be responsible 
for fact-checking posts, as well as analyzing 
the writer’s “point of view and the clarity of 
their argument.” By September, Trilogy 
expects to add more features to facilitate 
reader interactivity and mobility. “It’s less 
about the articles and more about the con- 
versation,” Brighton said. 

While giving the average Joe an outlet is 
certainly a worthy goal, these days the Web is 
overflowing with means for free expression. If 
Trilogy, which is operating Austin Post as a 
“not for profit,” wants to support media and 
reinvent the newspaper, why not back the 
side of the business that really needs help - 
professional journalism? “We don’t have a 
good answer on how to solve that problem 
yet,” Brighton said. “Revenue is falling off a 
cliff. If you’re going to be a sustainable entity, 
you have to have revenue.” 

Brighton says it’s possible they will hire 
writers in the future, if the site can gener- 
ate revenue to support it. Trilogy is spend- 
ing “very little” - somewhere in five figures 


- to launch the site, Brighton said. “What 
we’re starting with is good content that is 
already out there,” he said. “It’s really about 
aggregating the content and exposing it to a 
larger audience.” 

But you get what you pay for, even on the 
Web. The quality and value of blog content is, 
to put it tactfully, all over the map. For every 
site - like Burnt Orange Report or Doug 
Freeman’s Austin Sound (full disclosure: 
Doug Freeman is a frequent contributing writ- 
er to the Chronicle’ s Music section) - 
manned by passionate writers committed to 
covering a beat, there are dozens of amateur 
hacks and wackos offering little more than 
vitriol and misguided rumor mongering. 
Brighton emphasizes that the site will contin- 
ue to evolve. Last week they announced 
plans to give writers advertising space to sell 
or promote their own sites. 

After meeting with Brighton, Gillespie says 
her views about the site have softened - a 
bit. But she still opposes the fundamental 
concept. “They’re calling themselves 
‘Newspaper 2.0,’ but it’s not a news organi- 
zation,” Gillespie said. “It’s an aggregator of 
sloppy bloggers.” And she brands the site’s 
flippant comments about getting the “best 
writers” to work for free as “tasteless.” 

“They’re not taking into account the deep 
grief journalists are feeling right now,” Gilles- 
pie said. “It’s not just the recession; a way of 
making a living is going away.” ■

LESSONS OF THE ‘BOOZE INDICATORS’ 

Jack Welch, what a guy! The former CEO of 
General Electric - who paid himself a fortune 
while slashing jobs and busting the wages of 
GE’s workers - had an epiphany in 1995. 
Actually, what he had was heart-bypass sur- 
gery, which prompted him to consider his 
own mortality and reassess his values. 

Waxing philosophical, Jack says that, upon 
reflection, he now feels remorse for how he 
had lived. What was his chief regret? 

“Before the operation,” he says, “I didn’t 
spend enough money. Before that I tended 
to buy inexpensive wine. I would never 
spend $100 on a bottle of wine. Now I 
never spend less than that.” 

Wow, what a deep thinker. He gives nar- 
cissistic self-entitlement a bad name. 

However, there are a couple of groups 
that wish more of us would think like Jack: 
restaurateurs and wine merchants. It seems 
that today’s economic malaise is causing 
consumers to cut back on their booze pur- 
chases, thus squeezing a very large and 
broad economic sector. 

Not that people are drinking any less. In 
fact, the overall volume of wine, beer, and 
liquor sales is up - perhaps because folks 
feel a need to drown their economic woes. 
The problem is that, unlike such fat cats as 
Jack, customers are trading down. Instead of 
selecting a nice bottle of Chardonnay at the 
store for 20 bucks, they’re going for the “two- 
buck-Chuck.” Likewise, bars and restaurants 
are hurting because more people are choos- 
ing to eat and drink at home, and those who 
do go out are forgoing the pricier top-shelf 
stuff. In today’s economy, the new seven- 
course dinner is a six-pack and a Slim Jim. 

What we’re relearning from America’s 
“booze indicator” is that the trickle-down effect 
of the wealthy few can’t sustain an economy - 
we need the percolate-up impact that only 
comes when the many are doing well. 


PERKING UP CEO PAY 

As we’re learning the hard way, CEOs are 
not quite the brilliant cockadoodledoos they 
wanted you and me to think they were. 

To be fair, however, let’s admit that the 
top honchos are astonishingly creative and 
bold in one special aspect of big business 
leadership: goosing up their own pay- 
checks. Yeah, yeah, I know that the salary 
and bonuses of corporate chieftains actual- 
ly dropped 6% last year, now averaging a 
mere $10 million. But, hey, these people 
are nothing if not clever, so while their pays 
sagged, they quietly reached into the goodie 
bag and increased the number and value of 
perks they receive by 7%. 

Associated Press surveyed some 300 
major corporations and found that the medi- 
an value of such executive perks as chauf- 
feured limousines, free personal use of the 
corporate jet, and memberships in exclusive 
clubs had risen to $170,000 last year. 
That’s more than three times the income of 
most families! 

Chauffeurs and jets turn out to be the 
least of it. Take Ray Irani, CEO of Occidental 
Petroleum. Not only was he paid $30 mil- 
lion last year, but he also was given 
$400,000 to cover the cost of his financial 
planners. An Occidental spokesperson 
explained that this perk was beneficial to 
the corporation because it helped Irani 
“keep his complete attention on the compa- 
ny’s business.” What, is Irani so flighty that 
he can’t focus on his job without worrying 
about his personal money? Maybe so, but - 
come on - with a $30 million paycheck, 
couldn’t he afford to cover them out of his 
own pocket? 

Meanwhile, some corporations are con- 
cerned that these pricey and princely ben- 
nies look bad to the public. Not to worry, 
though - that problem can be handled by 
another executive perk that’s increasingly 
popular with CEOs: bodyguards.

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McMoldy High School? 

For one McCallum High student, every day is a sick day 


When Teresa Van Deusen pulled her daughter 
Nika Perry permanently out of school last 
April - with just a month left until summer 
vacation - Nika had been to the emergency 
room five times just since spring break. The 
McCallum High School sophomore was vom- 
iting, having trouble breathing, and experienc- 
ing migraines, vision problems, swollen lymph 
nodes, and extreme anxiety - more than the 
“teen normal,” her mom says. Her symptoms 
began with the spring rains and worsened 
when she was at school; when she was away 
from school, they would dissipate. For Van 
Deusen, it seemed like the return of a nightmare 
she’d hoped her family - and the Austin 
Independent School District - had left behind. 

Both Van Deusen and her daughter are 
highly sensitive to compounds found in moldy, 
water-damaged buildings - specifically, Van 
Deusen believes, to mycotoxins produced by 
Stachybotrys and Aspergillus, two particularly 
insidious types of mold that have become 
somewhat infamous over the past decade for 
invading leaky school buildings, causing asth- 
ma and other health problems for teachers 
and students, and routing district dollars 
toward costly remediation efforts. The prob- 
lem has not spared AISD. The district has 
devoted millions to mold remediation efforts, 
most famously at Hill Elementary, which had 
to be evacuated in 2000 because of a toxic 


mold invasion. The district then put together 
a $49.3 million health and safety bond in 
2002 that earmarked $18.6 million for mold 
remediation projects at eight schools - but it 
left out Maplewood Elementary, where Nika at 
the time was attending second grade. 

In the fall of 2001, Van Deusen noticed that 
her own symptoms were triggered every time 
she visited Maplewood. Not long after that, 
Nika started getting sick, too. Van Deusen 
complained to the school, and district testing 
revealed the presence of Stachybotrys spores 
on Nika’s desk - but rather than searching for 
the source of the mysterious spores, the dis- 
trict resolved the problem by simply throwing 
out the desk (see “How Much Mold?” April 
19, 2002). At the time, Vince Torres, assistant 
director of UT’s Texas Institute for the Indoor 
Environment (and now vice president of the 
AISD board of trustees), said he was puzzled 
by the district’s testing. “If you find [mold 
spores] anywhere, you need to know where 
it’s coming from,” he said. Because Stachybot- 
rys spores are heavier than other types, the 
first thing he would have done, he said, is look 
up, at the ceiling. 

Skeptical of AISD’s testing methods and 
fearing that the district would drag its feet 
indefinitely on the issue, Van Deusen - who’d 
put her oldest daughter through Maplewood, 
worked as a classroom volunteer at the school, 


built gardens on the campus, and served as 
president of the PTA - realized she had no 
choice but to find a different school. She 
enrolled Nika in a charter school, where her 
health returned to normal, but the school 
ended in seventh grade. After that, says Van 
Deusen, she couldn’t find a nearby middle 
school that didn’t trigger her own symptoms, 
so she homeschooled Nika for a year “with 
the promise that” in ninth grade, she would 
go to McCallum - where her older sister had 
gone - “and have four years of stable high 
school community.” 

The promise seemed to come true when 
Nika’s freshman year went by without much 
incident, as did the following fall semester - 
Van Deusen did notice water leaks in the 
building, but she reported them to staff, and 
Nika seemed okay. Then came March. When 
the spring rains hit, so did Nika’s health prob- 
lems. “After the fifth trip to the ER,” says Van 
Deusen, “I kept her home.” 

When It Rains, It Spores 

McCallum was among the 81 schools in the 
2002 bond to receive repairs associated with 
water intrusion, and the 2004 bond pumped 
yet more money into the effort, with a portion 
of McCallum’s $7.5 million going toward water- 
leak repairs and other preventative measures. “I 
thought after McCallum was remediated that 


Nika would have a home there,” says Van 
Deusen. “That if there was a problem, if the 
roof was leaking ... it would just be this iso- 
lated thing - it would be easy to address.” 
Instead, she feels that once again, the district 
has dragged its feet. 

Although construction management direc- 
tor Curt Shaw says his department began ini- 
tial work to repair leaks at McCallum in April, 
it wasn’t until May 1 1 that AISD officials per- 
formed a walk-through inspection of the school 
that Van Deusen had requested. The group, 
which included Torres, Shaw, Principal Michael 
Garrison, and assistant director of mainte- 
nance Brad Shaver, didn’t find much mold, but 
they saw evidence of its best friend, water. 

“We did have some problems with some 
leaks that were causing moisture to come into 
the building, which of course, that coupled 
with the right medium, you can get mold 
pretty quickly,” says Paul Turner, executive 
director of facilities for AISD. As it turns out, 
water had been accumulating inside a small 
storage shed - known as the “penthouse” - on 
McCallum’s roof, right above a part of the 
building where Nika’s locker, and some of her 
classrooms, were located. “What appears to 
have happened is some of the work that was 
done up there in the roof area . . . didn’t turn 
out to be as high quality as it needed to be,” 
Turner says. “Since the work has been done 
fairly recently, it wasn’t something that made 
us very happy.” Though the warranty period 
for the roof work around the penthouse has 
expired, Turner says the roofing company 
responsible for that work has been making the 
necessary repairs and replacements this sum- 
mer at “no cost to the district.” 

“I was a bit surprised to be having those 
kinds of leaks at McCallum because of the 
bond money spent there,” Torres said after the 
tour. “The most important thing is investigat- 
ing further to see if water has made contact 
with organic material.” Molds are not picky 
eaters, and all they need to grow is a little 
moisture and some kind of organic matter: 
Sheetrock and wood make a hearty feast, for 
example, while brick and plastic don’t, 
although a bit of moist dust on top of brick or 
plastic - like that responsible for some moldy 
ductwork in one McCallum classroom - is fair 
game, says Torres. The seeming increase in 
recent years of mold-related illness is often 
attributed to the increased use in the Seventies 
and Eighties of building materials, like drywall, 
that are appetizing to mold. The predominant 
material found in McCallum, which was built 
in 1953, is “structural glazed tile,” says Shaw, 
but there are some organic materials in the 
building, he says, including some plywood 
paneling and wood trim above the lockers. 
“That was the primary thing that we could see 
that was affected by the moisture,” says Shaw. 
“There was some Sheetrock on some flat sur- 
faces in that general area, but it didn’t appear 
that any mold was telegraphing that way.” 

Once moisture meets its material, mold can 
bloom within a day or two - but it wasn’t until 
May 28, two months since Nika had become 
ill and more than a month since she’d left 
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school, that AISD followed up on the walk- 
through with air quality tests in five of 
Nika’s classrooms. When the lab results 
came back on June 3, they showed mold 
spore levels to be lower inside the building 
than outside - “which is normally the case,” 
says Turner - with absolutely no evidence of 
either Stachybotrys or Aspergillus. Van 
Deusen herself took a swab sample from 
the wall above Nika’s locker that week and 
cultured some heinous-looking molds 
within a few days - but lab results received 
by the Chronicle last week revealed no 
Stachybotrys or Aspergillus, either. 

Good Grade, Bad Test? 

Still, Van Deusen remains unconvinced. 
It’s possible, for instance, that at the time 
of the air quality testing, heavy spores like 
Stachybotrys simply weren’t airborne. In 
addition, the lab that analyzed the samples 
only magnified them by 600, she says - 
that scale wouldn’t necessarily detect 
smaller spores like Aspergillus. The lab 
report includes a fine-print disclaimer, in 
fact, that says, “Some species with very 
small spores are easily missed, and may be 
undercounted.” Of most concern, however, 
is the argument that air sampling isn’t the 
method of testing AISD should be using in 
the first place. According to Ritchie 
Shoemaker - the Maryland doctor who 
wrote the book Mold Warriors in 2005 - air 
sampling is “what usually is done when 
people are trying to hide something.” 
Shoemaker works with patients who suffer 
from what he calls “WDB” illnesses - sick- 
ness linked to water-damaged buildings. 
He has also published peer-reviewed 
research on the topic and backed plaintiffs 
in mold litigation cases. 

“Air sampling . . . involves taking a sample 
for five minutes - maybe 10 minutes - of 
one area of a classroom without any control 
on ambient conditions,” says Shoemaker. “Is 
the window open? Is the door open? Is the 
HVAC open? Is it Monday morning before 
the kids come in? Is it Friday afternoon in 
the middle of recess when the doors are 
open, the dust is being kicked up?” In 2002, 
a more charitable Torres nonetheless had 
similar criticism, noting that “a major prob- 
lem” with AISD’s testing was “a failure to 
mention the conditions under which the 
tests were conducted and the protocols fol- 
lowed when conducting the tests.” 

More importantly, says Shoemaker, 
counting spores in a given sample misses 
the point: “Spores are very large structures, 
about 3 to 8 microns in size, and they don’t 
cause nearly the same problems - in fact, 
less than 1 percent of the problem - com- 
pared to fragments of these fungal com- 
pounds.” Research from 2005, he says, 
“showed that the sources of toxins and 
inflammagens - 99.8 percent of the mate- 
rial that hurts us - was carried in fragments 
smaller than 1 micron.” A fragment, he 
says, “will go right through that air sam-

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pier, and the air sample will never count it. 
Those samples get deep in the lung, too. 

“The real issue looking at schools,” says 
Shoemaker, “is that we now have wonderful 
sampling techniques available to look for fun- 
gal DNA to rapidly show the presence or 
absence of some of the really bad actors that 
we know make people sick.” He’s referring to 
the Environmental Protection Agency’s 
Environmental Relative Moldiness Index, 
which the EPA says “provides a simple, objec- 
tive evaluation of the mold burden in a home.” 
The ERMI is both cheaper and more accurate 
than air sampling, says Shoemaker: “For $300 
you can find out within a week whether there 
is a significant problem or not.” 

Shaw and Shaver were unfamiliar with the 
ERMI test when asked and at press time were 
waiting on a call back from the EPA to learn 
more about it. “I think we’re approaching this 
stuff head-on,” says Shaw. “It’s not like we’re 
trying to avoid it.” Still, they stand by the air 
quality testing that AISD uses. Shaw says that 
the test cassette for each room costs around 
$30, that Stachybotrys is among the standard 
molds the lab looks for, and that the test has 
indeed picked up Stachybotrys spores in the 
past. Shaver also agrees that when conducting 
air sampling, “you want to try to capture the 
conditions” that are typical to a classroom’s 
everyday activity, and says 
that in the past, if they’ve 
had to sample after hours, 
an industrial hygienist has 
used a leaf blower to “stir 
up the air to capture what- 
ever might be an irritant.” 

It’s also important to 
emphasize, says Shaver, that 
air quality testing is only 
one among many tools the 
district uses when diagnos- 
ing a building - observation, for example, is key. 
If there’s one thing they’ve learned, says Shaw, 
it’s that they’ve “got to recruit building occu- 
pants” to be vigilant in reporting mold and 
leaks, and they’ve developed a brochure to edu- 
cate teachers and staff about indoor air quality. 

“The district years ago was not responsive,” 
says Torres, but “over the years it has devel- 
oped protocols to respond.” As a result of the 
bond money, schools have better HVAC equip- 
ment allowing more air exchange, he says, and 
according to Turner, the district is working 
with the University of Tulsa “to study the 
indoor air quality in fifth-grade classrooms to 
determine if a relationship exists between bet- 
ter indoor air quality and improved student 
achievement.” Unfortunately for the district, 
one thing that hasn’t changed is the lack of 
state-mandated guidelines for mold testing, 
due to the fact that ongoing research has yet 
to reveal much consensus about the mecha- 
nisms by which molds and other WDB com- 
pounds might make people sick and how far- 
reaching the health effects really are. 

Same Mold Story 

Mold has been a topic of increasing concern 
over the past decade both in the health-care 
community and in the media, especially since 


200 1 , when Dripping Springs resident Melinda 
Ballard famously won a $32 million judgment 

- later reduced to $4 million - against Farmers 
Health Insurance for mold intrusion in her 
home. Ballard’s family suffered breathing dif- 
ficulties, memory and hearing loss, and bleed- 
ing in the lungs, among other things, after 
Stachybotrys took over her house in the late 
Nineties. Van Deusen traces her own symp- 
toms to a Stachybotrys outbreak in her home 
in 2000 - her doctor at the time told her that 
the mold could explain the migraines, vomit- 
ing, and seizures she’d been experiencing 
while living there. Her family stayed in a hotel 
for six months before she recouped the cost of 
the ruined building from her insurance com- 
pany. Unable to sell or rent out the house, Van 
Deusen spent $12,000 of the insurance money 
to have the house tom down. 

Because of the potential for litigation against 
builders, landlords, and insurers - as well as 
the disparate range of symptoms patients attri- 
bute to mold and the difficulty of proving 
causal connections - mold-related illness is a 
controversial topic. The American College of 
Occupational and Environmental Medicine 
published a position statement in 2002 argu- 
ing that “current scientific evidence does not 
support the proposition that human health 
has been adversely affected by inhaled myco- 
toxins in the home, school, 
or office environment.” The 
paper has been used widely 
by mold-litigation defen- 
dants to debunk plaintiffs’ 
cases and has become con- 
troversial even among some 
ACOEM members. In 2007, 
a Wall Street Journal article 
revealed that “the paper 
was written by people who 
regularly are paid experts 
for the defense side in mold litigation,” and 
after that, physician James Craner - a member 
and fellow of ACOEM himself - published his 
own peer-reviewed rebuttal citing evidence 
from documents subpoenaed from the organi- 
zation that “ACOEM’s development of its Mold 
Statement involved a series of biased and ethi- 
cally questionable practices centered around 
undisclosed conflicts of interest.” 

In 2004, the Institute of Medicine wrote 
that “studies have demonstrated adverse effects 

- including immunotoxic, neurologic, respira- 
tory, and dermal responses - after exposure to 
specific toxins, bacteria, molds, or their prod- 
ucts.” Research following Hurricanes Katrina 
and Rita further suggested links between mold 
and illness, says Shoemaker, and has prompted 
the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
to reverse its position on mycotoxins, beta- 
glucans, endotoxins, and inflammagens - the 
“bad actors” found in water-damaged build- 
ings. The levels can get high enough to make 
you sick, they now say. “That paper is one that 
really changed the approach of the CDC, and 
then over the next couple years, it’s been fasci- 
nating to see how one government body after 
another - including the EPA, including Health 
and Human Services, and including the GAO 
report of September 2008 - has pretty much

shifted the entire thrust of looking at water- 
damaged buildings,” Shoemaker says. 

Despite these recent changes, the ACOEM 
paper continues to carry influence. It was sug- 
gested as a resource by one helpful doctor 
interviewed as part of the research for this 
article - while Craner’s dissenting report was 
suggested by yet another. As doctors face their 
own struggle navigating the mixed messaging 
surrounding the ever-evolving body of research 
on the health impact of water-damaged build- 
ings, thrust into the middle of the controversy 
are public schools. According to the EPA, half 
the nation’s 115,000 schools have problems 
linked to indoor air quality. Just a quick 
Google News search reveals schools dealing 
with mold remediation efforts right now in 
Clarksville, Tenn.; Greensboro, N.C.; Mount 
Vernon and Martinsville, 111.; and Richmond, 
Va. But while schools are struggling, so are 
patients, and the problem seems to be pitting 
the two against each other. 

Doctor’s Orders 

Nika’s last day of school was April 22. After 
that, says Van Deusen, “She was immediately 
getting better; her energy was bouncing back; 
it was clear her body was healing.” Still, Van 
Deusen needed to provide AISD with a doc- 
tor’s letter both to prove the legitimacy of her 
daughter’s absence and to qualify for home- 
bound educational services so she could fin- 
ish her courses. But Nika had only recently 
gotten health insurance, and she had no 
established health provider. “I had to be very 
careful when I’d go into a doctor’s office, 
because you don’t want to look like crazy 
mold mom, but you want to give them a 
medical history and enough data,” says Van 
Deusen. No doctor, it turned out, was willing 
to draw any conclusions about Nika’s illness. 
Instead, says Van Deusen, some told her, “I 
don’t know anything about mold toxicity,” 
while others said, “Mold cannot make you 
sick.” Meanwhile, the clock was ticking -with 
finals fast approaching, Nika’s lOth-grade 
year was on the line. In desperation, Van 
Deusen turned to an unusual source for 


advice - retired Lt. Gen. Paul Carlton, a for- 
mer surgeon general for the U.S. Air Force. 

Van Deusen met Carlton in 2004 on a plane 
en route to Houston. The flight was grounded 
in New Orleans because of bad weather, and 
as the passengers sat in the plane waiting, the 
flight attendants opened the doors to let in 
fresh air - and, apparently, mold. Van Deusen 
went into anaphylactic shock. A flight atten- 
dant searched for a doctor among the passen- 
gers and found Carlton, who resuscitated Van 
Deusen and treated her with epinephrine and 
Benadryl. When she explained that she was 
hypersensitive to aflatoxin - a mycotoxin pro- 
duced by Aspergillus - he replied, “Where did 
you serve?” As it so happened, says Van 
Deusen, Carlton also had a history with the 
mycotoxin, reaching back to the Gulf War, dur- 
ing which he performed autopsies on soldiers 
who’d been exposed to aflatoxin, an apparently 
useful agent in biowarfare. Like Van Deusen, 
Carlton, too, has a sensitivity to mold. 

When Van Deusen couldn’t find a doctor to 
diagnose Nika, she called Carlton, who now 
works at the Texas A&M Health Science Center. 
He agreed to examine Nika, and on May 1 he 
wrote a letter to AISD on her behalf: “Stop Miss 
Nika Perry from attending school now,” he 
wrote. “She has an immediate life threatening 
condition that has apparently been triggered at 
school and could suffer an anaphylactic reaction 
at any time and die. She should not return until 
her complete evaluation and therapy are com- 
pleted, probably several months in duration.” 

AISD accepted the letter, Nika was enrolled 
to receive homebound services, and her health 
was getting back to normal - but her other 
problems had only just begun. 

It took almost 30 days from Nika’s last day 
of school to begin work with homebound ser- 
vices, leaving her little time to prepare for finals. 
Still, she passed all her classes with the excep- 
tion of those for which no homebound services 
were available - Latin and dance. Meanwhile, 
she’s facing a summer of doctor visits and 
medical tests, and an uncertain future. So far, 
she doesn’t know where she’ll go to school her 
junior year, and she still has no diagnosis. ■

With his HBO talk show, Real Time With Bill Maher ; in its seventh season, his documentary Religulous, and three decades of 
doing stand-up comedy, political and social satirist Maher has become a comedic beacon for irreverence, rationalism, and cut- 
ting through the miasma of corporate media’s blind spot of objectivity. Prior to his Austin appearance this week, Maher spoke to 
the Chronicle by phone from L.A. and was brimming with vim to discuss the day’s breaking news story. - Steve Birmingham 


Bill Maher: What about the governor of South Carolina?! 
Austin Chronicle: You have to marvel at the GOP implosion 
and hypocrisy. 

BM: I find it to be a very cynical attempt by the Republicans 
to prove that they’re heterosexual, because they had a lot of 
gay sex scandals in the last few years. Remember Mark Foley 
text-messaging little boys? Then there was the Reverend Ted 
Haggard and Senator Larry Craig. I think they must have had 
a little caucus and decided: “Okay, somebody’s gotta fuck a 
woman! Senator Vitter, I see your hand is up. Ensign from 
Nevada ... Sanford, South Carolina, excellent!” So now they 
seem at least to be having sex with women again. 

AC: You almost have to wonder if the GOP just figured , “ Fuck it, 
it's a team-rebuilding year anyhow." I would otherwise say their 
private lives are their own business if they weren't so damn 
pious and hellbent on denying gay marriage equality. 

BM: Exactly. The hypocrisy is stunning, especially John 
Ensign, who was a Promise Keeper - which is a Christian 
ministry, I guess is what they call it. They believe they can 
change the world with seven promises. I guess now six. To 
me, it points out that America really has a problem with sex. 
It’s such a repressed country, and it never really owns up to 
it. I mean, people all over the world, of course, cheat and 
fuck around, but they just seem to have a healthier view of it 
than this country. We just seem to be in such a state of deni- 
al. And I guarantee you, with these latest politicians doing 
this, it will be all over TV: “Why do men cheat?” This is the 
question that the media always asks, as if it’s a mystery. As 
if there’s more to it. I’ve heard this already on the news 


today: “Why would he risk it?” I always say: “Well, picture a 
guy who’s hiding in the woods like that abortion [clinic] bomber 
Eric Rudolph; he hid in the woods for years and escaped cap- 
ture. And they finally captured him because he went down 
from the woods and went into a convenience store. ‘Why 
would he risk it?’ Because he was starving! People are starv- 
ing for a little affection.” And I’m speaking as a guy who 
never got married, but, you know. 

AC: [What do you think about threats like Senator John 
Cornyn's of World War III over seating Al Franken in the 
Senate?] 

BM: I must say, in Texas they are not afraid of hyperbole, are 
they? Because the governor introduced the “s” word, seces- 
sion, into the debate, because why? Because Obama wanted 
to give him money? I mean that is pretty wild shit, man - to 
introduce the “s” word in the 21st century over basically a lit- 
tle budget squabble? I don’t know what I would do if Texas 
seceded. ... Wasn’t sodomy illegal in Texas until about 
2003? I remember Justice Scalia was all for upholding the 
ban on sodomy. 

AC: And some forget by definition it's not just gay buggery. 

BM: No, it’s anything fun. We used to say, “Move over, you’re 
on the wrong sodomy.” 

AC: I'm less worried about airplane hijackers than I am about 
our hijacked for-profit health-care system. Akin to your recent 
“ New Rule" about Obama needing some of tV.'s smug swagger ; 

I do kind of miss Tom “the Hammer" DeLay. 

BM: Yeah, what I was trying to say there was if we could just 
combine the better ideas that Obama has - because you 


know he really believes in the right thing - with that Tom 
DeLay, George Bush, Karl Rove [swagger] - they knew how to 
get things done. They didn’t care who agreed with them. They 
didn’t care about Congress. They didn’t care about anything. 
They just knew what they wanted and went ahead and did it, 
and the Democrats need a little bit of that.

THE DOYLE AND DEBBIE SHOW' That hillbilly vaudevillian flair 


Doyle Mayfield is to country music what 
Nigel Tufnel is to heavy metal: an entire musi- 
cal genre’s cliches, banalities, and worst 
impulses wrapped in one oafishly clueless 
package. Created by Nashville writer-musician 
Bruce Arntson, Mayfield is cast from the mold 
of old-school Grand Ole Opry leading lights like 
Porter Wagoner and Bill Anderson, albeit of 
much, much dimmer wattage. His was a bare- 
ly-cracked-the-regional-charts career derailed by 
alcohol and more poor personal choices than 
Music City has honky-tonks. But this Nashville 
washout is by Gawd determined to make a 
comeback with a new partner (the third 
Debbie), and The Doyle and Debbie Show is 
that misbegotten attempt, presented in all its 
awkwardness and open desperation. It’s hilari- 
ous in the manner of Spinal Tap’s tour in the 
mockumentary and just as spot-on in satirizing 
a musical genre’s styles and sensibilities (or 
lack thereof). A hit in Nashville for three years 
now, the comedy made its Austin debut last 
month, and, as you might expect in the city 
that birthed Esther’s Follies and Greater Tuna, 
it fit right in. With The Doyle and Debbie Show 
back for two more weeks at the Long Center, 
the Chronicle asked Arntson about his country 
comedy sensation. - Robert Faires 


Austin Chronicle: Your song parodies nail the 
musical styles of different country artists so 
specifically. Was that a challenge for you? 
Bruce Arntson: I don’t listen to country 
music when left to my own devices, but I’ve 
lived in Nashville for 30 years, and I grew up 
in rural Minnesota, where country music was 
big, so I recognized all the niches over the 
years, whether it’s the old guard like George 
[Jones] and Tammy [Wynette] or the country 
rock that came in in the Seventies and 
Eighties or now the country pop ballads by 
singers like Martina McBride. I like all genres 
of music, but I think mimicking those styles 
came pretty easily because of my proximity 
to it in Nashville. 

AC: Do you count yourself among the Music 
Row musicians? 

BA: A lot of them are friends, and I’ve 
worked with a lot of them in varying capaci- 
ties. Basically everybody that played on the 
tracks [that accompany Doyle and Debbie in 
the show] are sought-after session players. 
They knew what I was going for, and I would 
give them free license to be as cliche-ridden 
as they could be, so they had a lot of fun. It’s 
like casting really good actors; it makes you 
look like a good director. 


AC: Do different people have different ideas of 
who Doyle is based on? 

BA: Oh yeah. We’ve had a handful of Opry 
stars or musicians who played on the Grand 
Ole Opry say, “I know exactly who you were 
doing.” A lot of folks think Porter Wagoner, 
which is true. There’s some Porter Wagoner 
in my character. And Bill Anderson. And Jim 
Ed Brown, who’s a little more obscure. They 
all had that old hillbilly vaudevillian flair, that 
old-time presentational approach to show 
biz, very formal and yet very country. And 
along with that professionalism was this 
amateurishness, this naivete, that’s just 
charming as hell. 

AC: Was it strange bringing the show to Austin? 
BA: We’ve been doing it for three years, 
and almost from the start people would 
say: “You’ve got to go to Austin. Austin is 
the perfect place for you guys.” I had never 
been, but I have a lot of musician friends 
who live there or play there, so I had the 
suspicion that it would be like going home. 
And even more receptive than Nashville, 
’cause it’s my notion that Austin loves mak- 
ing fun of Nashville country. So what better 
place to go?

Club manager Margie Coyle has kept 
the laughter going for 20 years

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It’s four minutes after 11 o’clock on a 
Tuesday morning, and Margie Coyle, hair 
framing her face in a tangled hemisphere of 
loose brown curls, walks into Austin’s Cap 
City Comedy Club. In her hands is a large 
Tupperware container filled with something 
dark. “Good morning,” she says, flashing me 
a smile, setting the container on the box-office 
counter. “We’re going to have brownies later.” 

Coyle is the manager of the longtime com- 
edy venue, the cavernous and carpeted dou- 
ble-staged emporium that helped launch the 
careers of Bill Hicks and Ron White and 
Mitch Hedberg and George Lopez back in the 
day. The place that has more recently nur- 
tured and promoted Martha Kelly, Jimmie 
Roulette, Matt Bearden, and other talented 
locals. The place, anchoring its strip-mall cor- 
ner in the lopsided triangle formed where 
Anderson Lane and Research Boulevard run 
in to North Lamar, that offers live entertain- 
ment every night of the week and is a regular 
focus of national attention. 

“You haven’t been waiting long, have you?” 
asks Coyle. “You wanna get some coffee? 
These guys have it set up in the kitchen.” 
These guys: Travis Hagan and Andy Ritchie, 
two men prowling the office area, answering 
phones, taking reservations, making photo- 
copies, updating the website. Hagan is a musi- 
cian, an intentional stranger to the Cap City 
stage; Ritchie moonlights as a featured comic 
and emcee. The java is strong and hot. 

“It’s good coffee, right?” says Coyle. She’s 
been Cap City’s manager since 1989; these 
days, she’s also a co-owner of the business, 
running the day-to-day and planning the 
months ahead from a small, paper-packed 
office adjoining the venue’s lounge. And this 


day, I’m going to follow her like a shadow 
because I want to know: What does it take to 
run a successful comedy club? What is it like 
taking care of the steady rigmarole in order to 
showcase people whose main goal is to make 
an audience laugh and forget, for a few hours, 
the duller parts of their own quotidian lives? 

“Oh, you’re gonna be bored,” says Coyle 
in her office. “I just 
make phone calls, 
answer e-mails, that 
kind of thing. Well, 
we do have a meeting 
at 2 o’clock with a 
Twitter expert - we’re 
trying to get up to 
speed with that whole 
thing. The Internet, 
right? And there’s a 
managers’ meeting. 

We’ve got to go over 
the menu changes 
and get the drinks fig- 
ured out.” 

Of course: Alcoholic 
drinks are very impor- 
tant to a comedy club, 
aren’t they? 

“Food and bever- 
age sales,” says Coyle, “are very . ...” Her 
phone rings. 

While Coyle attends to the call, I look 
around the small room, glancing at the dozens 
of weekly promo fliers that blanket the walls 
with multicolored planes of Cap City history. 
The club goes way back, beyond the fliers’ reck- 
oning, to a time before DVDs and cell phones 
and people who you barely knew in junior high 
sending you virtual Tom Waits memorabilia on 


“We’ve got such great 
talent here. Everybody 
knows that you go to L.A. 
and New York - that’s 
where the industry is, 
where the shows are being 
made and the deals are 
going down, among ICM and 
Three Arts and Mosaic and 
all those guys, right? But 
now those guys are coming 
here to find talent.”

Facebook: All the way back to March of 1985. 
Ronald Reagan was president then, the space 
shuttle Challenger was a year away from disas- 
ter, and Sandy and Howard Marcus opened an 
Austin comedy club that they called the Laff 
Stop. Ten years later, after new owners Bruce 
and Colleen Barshop had the place remodeled, 
the name was changed to . . . 

“My daughter’s put- 
ting together a soccer 
tournament,” says 
Coyle, setting her 
phone aside. “She 
doesn’t understand 
why I can’t drop every- 
thing and call the other 
parents right now.” 

“So you’re Margie 
Coyle, Club Manager, 
and Margie Coyle, 
Soccer Mom?” 

She nods, smiling. 
“What were we talk- 
ing about? Drinks, 
right? That’s how we 
stay alive; that’s how 
we’re able to pay the 
comedians and bring 
in the big names. We 
sustain ourselves on food and beverage sales. 
Without the minimum, every comedy club in 
the country would go belly-up.” 

Ah, right: People pay to see a show, and 
then there’s a two -drink minimum. 

“It’s not drinks,” amends Coyle, “it’s a two- 
item minimum. We stopped calling it a two- 
drink minimum because of TABC [Texas Alco- 
holic Beverage Commission] . And also, how ugly 
is that, to force somebody to drink alcohol?” 


So the minimum could be, like, a Coke and 
some nachos? 

‘Absolutely,” says Coyle. “We kind of get a 
black eye because we have minimums, but it’s 
standard across the country. It’s necessary for 
survival when you’re doing shows seven nights a 
week. I also think that everybody that comes in 
here is an adult, so if you can just get past the fact 
that you’re being ‘told’ to do something, because 
it’s not about that, it’s just ... be prepared to 
spend some money when you’re here, right?” 

That’s necessary even when there are 
already 60 reservations for tonight’s show? 
And 300 for Thursday night? 

“Well, comedy clubs paper a lot; that’s no 
secret. There are a lot of free tickets given out, 
to the press, to friends, radio promotions. It’s 
hard to fill a room. I don’t go out to other live 
venues a lot, but I wouldn’t imagine, on a 
Tuesday night in Austin, that there are music 
venues with 300 or 400 people in them, right? 
I think people don’t understand how hard it is 
to get the general public to get out of the 
house, get in the car, and pay a cover charge or 
a ticket price and come to see a show.” 

Still, 60 reservations so early in the day. For 
a Tuesday night show. And the headliner this 
week is a local guy, Matt Bearden, who’s funny 
as hell, sure, but does . . . Coyle’s phone rings. 

“Oh - hi, Rich,” says Coyle. 

That will be Rich Miller, one of the five 
other co-owners of Cap City. Rich Miller is the 
brother of Dennis Miller, a comedian who has 
(to put it mildly) made a bit of a name for 
himself. He’s also the brother of Jimmy Miller, 
who manages Will Ferrell and produced Elf 
and Land of the Lost and is a principal in 
Mosaic Entertainment. Rich and another co- 
owner, Colleen McGarr, often travel across the 
country, scouting new and signable acts. 

“That was Rich,” affirms Coyle. “Andy,” she 
shouts into the other room. “Tom Arnold’s 
taking dates.” 

“That’s great,” says Ritchie, tapping at 
his keyboard. 

“We didn’t know if Tom Arnold was going 
to be doing shows anytime soon,” explains 
Coyle. “Rich just found out.” 

So Miller handles the booking for Cap City? 

“He’s been doing it for a long time,” says 
Coyle. “The headliners and the features, nego- 
tiating with the big names. But he’s very good 
about keeping it an open forum, too, espe- 
cially for the features. Like he’ll call and ask, 
‘What do you think about this person? How 
about this person?’ because he’s not here; he’s 
in Minnesota. He’s also booking Helium 
Comedy Club in Philadelphia, which is a 
really hot club right now. And he’s still manag- 
ing comedians, setting up dates; he’s got a 
roster of about a dozen. He worked with Ron 
White before Ron White was Ron White - so 
he’s been doing this forever.” 

And Coyle, she tells me, books the emcees 
and openers herself. Besides dealing with the 
rest of the business? 

“Well ...” she begins, but the phone rings. 
It’s a freelance journalist, Steve Birmingham, 
calling about the possibility of interviewing 
some comedian.

Coyle and the night’s comedy lineup 


“Yeah,” she tells me, after hanging up, 
“sometimes it can be ...” 

The phone rings again. It’s comedian Martha 
Kelly calling to discuss the upcoming episode 
of her webcast video In the Can. I look around 
the office, scanning the fliers again. There’s 
some image in the far comer - reminds me of 
that logo of Juan Valdez and his pack mule. As 
Coyle attempts to convince her friend to do a 
brief bit for the night’s opening act, I head to 
the kitchen to replenish my coffee. 

□ 

“These are the brownies I was telling you 
about,” says Coyle to Chandy Popp at the 
managers’ meeting. Popp is the club’s director 
of operations. Marc McManus, the main bar- 
tender, is also there. It’s 1 o’clock. 

“They look yummy,” says Popp, taking 
a brownie. 

“We’ve been talking about them for a 
while,” says Coyle, passing the treats around. 
“I think we should add them to the menu. 
Look at them, totally made from scratch in my 
own home. Hours of labor.” The way she says 
it, you can tell she’s bullshitting, that the 
brownies - way tasty, actually - are as store- 
bought as they look. 

“We’ll have to change the dessert cards,” 
says Popp. 

“We need to add those new drinks anyway, 
right?” says Coyle. 

“Have you decided which ones?” asks 
McManus. “And what you’re gonna call them?” 

“The frozen mojito?” says Coyle. 

“That’s a frojito,” says Popp. “They’re pretty 
popular right now.” 

“Fro-ji-to,” says Coyle. 

“Frojito,” says McManus. “Are we gonna 
need to get fresh mint for those?” 

“We’re gonna need to make space on the 
drink cards,” says Popp. “Especially if you 
want to bring back that one martini.” 

“The oatmeal cookie one,” says Coyle. “We 
sold a lot of those, didn’t we?” 

“Where do you think would be the best 
place to get mint around here?” asks McManus. 

Eventually the dessert/beverage/card prob- 


lems are solved, the bartender exits, and Coyle 
and Popp discuss the kitchen. One of the 
waitrons recently bailed; a new cook needs to 
be hired; the health inspector’s due for a visit; 
the ice machine, which had flooded the week 
before, is finally running smoothly after six 
hours of repair. Typical food-service folderol, 
all in a day’s work - in the comedy business. 
And how exactly does one . . .? 

“I had a finance degree from UT, and I was 
working at Paine Webber,” Coyle tells me back 
in her office. “But I was waiting tables here at 
night - it was the Laff Stop then - to supple- 
ment my income. And Angela Davis, who pro- 
duces The Dudley & Boh [ Morning ] Show on 
KLBJ, was doing the marketing here during the 
day - along with doing the Laff Staff improv 
troupe at night. That was back from ’85 to ’87, 
and I started working here in ’87. And Angela 
decided to move to L.A., so her position 
opened, and I said, ‘Yeah, I’ll do it.’ So I left the 
early-morning environment of Paine Webber 
and moved over here and started doing this job 
in, um, maybe ’89. And then the Barshops 
decided to sell the club, and we took over in 
2002, on New Year’s Eve. Now it’s owned by 
Mish Mash Inc., and that’s me and my hus- 
band, Alex; Rich and Lisa Miller; and another 
couple: Colleen McGarr and Duncan Strauss.” 

And has comedy always been a part of 
Coyle’s life? 

“I’ve always loved pranksters and people 
that are funny - I love to laugh. And, profes- 
sional comedy, well, I saw Gallagher when I 
lived up near Dallas - that was probably my 
first live comedy experience. And during his 
set, they actually kicked somebody out. 
Somebody up front wouldn’t stop talking, so 
Gallagher just got a chair and sat there on the 
stage and waited while security escorted the 
people out.” 

Is that sort of thing a problem at Cap City? 
Not Gallagher but hecklers? 

Coyle smiles. “I like to think we do a pretty 
good job of making people shut up if they 
shouldn’t be talking. But you always have your 
drunk person who thinks they’re gonna be the 


star of the show, right? Unfortunately, it’s just 
part of the beast, you know - but we’re not 
known for that; we don’t get much of that 
here. That’s another reason comedians want 
to play Cap City: We put an audience in front 
of them that is, in general, educated, mature, 
and hip. They know what’s going on. And 
they’re a good mix, too, because they’ll laugh 
at Larry the Cable Guy and they’ll laugh at 
somebody who’s cerebral, like a John Ramsey 
or a Matt Bearden. That’s why the . . .” 

“Margie,” calls Andy Ritchie from the other 
room, “your Twitter person is here.” 

After the 2 o’clock Twitter consultation, 
Coyle meets with a man who’s going to repair 
a few of the main room’s many chairs. “What 
you’re missing this afternoon,” says Coyle as 
five worn chairs are hauled into the sunbaked 
lot beyond the club’s cool interior, “is the 
excitement of having an out-of-town headliner 
come in, especially a big name. There’s usu- 
ally more of a sense of anticipation before the 
show. Matt, being local,” she laughs, “we’re 
kind of used to him.” After another soccer- 
mom phone call and a brief copier misalign- 
ment, as the day begins to shift toward night, 
Coyle explains how Cap City brings local 
comedians to national attention. 

“The Funniest Person in Austin is truly that 
vehicle,” she says. “I’m really proud of it. The 
contest is also the major thing for us to gauge 
who we can use in the club. Because, in addi- 
tion to the big headliners, we were bringing in 
features from out of town and putting them 
up in hotel rooms, and that gets expensive. 
And we realized: There’s plenty of local talent 
here; we don’t need to be bringing in features. 

“I think that, in the last five years, the scene 
has become so strong that sometimes our 
feature acts can give the headliners a run for 
their money. Not very often, because Rich 
does a really good job of bringing in top 
names, but we’ve got such great talent here. 
And that’s not just from the Cap City perspec- 
tive: It’s a perception outside the club as well. 
I mean, everybody knows that you go to L.A. 
and New York - that’s where the industry is, 
where the shows are being made and the deals 
are going down, among ICM and Three Arts 
and Mosaic and all those guys, right? But now 
those guys are coming here to find talent. And 
people from Just for Laughs, the big Montreal 
festival - it’s the South by Southwest of com- 
edy; it’s a monster - they come down here, 
too. And once a year we’ll put together a Mon- 
treal showcase, and they’ll come to see that, 
because they know this scene as a place for 
comedy. And the women from Comedy Cen- 
tral, JoAnn Grigioni and Anne Harris, they’ve 
been coming to the contest for nine years, and 
now Andy [Ritchie] and Chuck Watkins and 
Eric Krug and Daniel Jackson have been 
selected for their Live at Gotham series.” 

What Coyle leaves unsaid is her own role in 
drawing that national eye to Austin’s comedy 
scene, in taking the time to work with young 
comics and to be there with the needed pep 
talks when the going gets tough, to match the 
fresh faces to gigs at her club and beyond: 
This is why she was inducted into the Austin 


Arts Hall of Fame in 2008 and why she’s so 
well liked in the community. 

So tonight’s headlining gig is a good thing 
for Matt Bearden, and, of course, he (who 
was interviewed for this story; visit 
austinchronicle.com/webextra for a transcript) 
is a good thing for Cap City? 

Coyle nods. “Matt’s an unusual example of 
somebody who can headline even though he 
hasn’t necessarily done much road work. He 
may beg to differ with me on that, but there’s no 
way he can tell me he’s done road work. But he 
knows how to close a room, how to do a com- 
plete 45 minutes. He can carry the audience 
with him for an entire set - like, you know, when 
you go to see Seinfeld.” She turns off her iPod, 
shutting down a seemingly endless shuffle of 
contemporary country songs; it’s almost 5:30pm 
and time to meet her husband for supper. 

□ 

Eight o’clock, and the joint, as they say, is 
jumping. While the main room down the hall is 
quiet and sparse with citizens taking a defensive 
driving class - one of those odd revenue-gener- 
ating situations comedy clubs have become 
known for - Cap City’s bar lounge is packed 
with people. Regulars and one-time visitors 
alike crowd the tables in front of the stage, lean 
against the bar, mill around the edges of the 
room, drinking, chatting, noising the bright 
scene with a diversity of voices and the faint 
clinking of ice against glass. As tonight’s open- 
ing act, emcee Dan French will do a long set 
featuring seven different comics doing five min- 
utes each of their prime stuff: a sort of appetite- 
whetting smorgasbord, a variety of food for 
laughs before the ornately mustachioed Bearden 
takes the stage and gives the audience what for. 
Coyle, sitting next to me at the edge of the 
crowd, watches as Martha Kelly does her bit, as 
Bryan Gutmann and Kerri Lendo and others 
take their turns bringing the room to laughter. 

“These guys are good, right?” says Coyle, as 
I chuckle into my White Russian. In fact, they 
are. They’re like television, like YouTube - 
except that they’re here, live in front of you, 
performing without a video-editing net and 
putting their excitements and anxieties on 
display for public amusement. Clowns without 
face paint, working words instead of props. 
“And Bearden,” I suggest, “is even better.” 

“A lot of people like him,” says Coyle, smil- 
ing. “He’s definitely a professional.” 

French sends the last opener off and announces 
the headliner; the crowd claps its appreciation. 

“But this place isn’t just the talent onstage,” 
says Coyle over the din of applause, making a 
very managerial, backed-by- two-decades- of- 
experience point. She leans close, emphatic 
and sincere, as Bearden steps into the spotlight 
and adjusts the microphone. “The people that 
work here, and the owners, they’re all good 
people,” says Coyle. “And if you surround 
yourself with good people, it pays off, right? 
Day after day, that’s what it’s all about: Work 
hard, be honest, and if it doesn’t work after all 
of that, it’s probably never gonna happen.” 

At Cap City Comedy Club, it’s happening. ■

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GOD SAYS NO 

by James Hannaham 
McSweeney’s, 302 pp. T $22 

The Florida tourism 
bureau could hardly ask for 
a better testimonial than the 
epiphany experienced by the 
perfectly named Gary Gray, 

God Says No’s protagonist, 
as he returns from exile to 
his home state. “No wonder 
old people go here to die,” 
he allows. “Going to Heaven 
from Florida, you wouldn’t 
notice the change. I spot- 
ted palm trees as the aircraft 
flew down, then I saw Disney 
World just before landing and 
thought, I am returning to 
paradise. Not even Adam and 
Eve got to do that.” Gary may 
be gay, African-American, and 
fat (poundage undisclosed), 
but he is not a man who 
wants to live in the margins. 

He believes in Disney World 
and Jesus with equal fervor, 
and he very much wants to 
be part of the America for 
which the Sunshine State 
is a Technicolor stand-in: 
upstanding, religious, family- 
oriented, milquetoast, and 
middling; he wants to live in 
the straight world, in every 
sense. His journey - one could call it 
Homeric, if one were taking clues 
from the mast-tying crucifixion 
depicted on the cover - takes him 
from Christian college through a 
sham marriage, fatherhood, a lit- 
eral identity change, Atlanta’s gay 
underground, an extended pray- 
away-the-gay program, and back to 
a transformed home that is ill-fitting yet 
comforting. Sheltered and underwhelmed, 
Gary seems both perplexed and halfway apa- 
thetic about the absurd trajectory of his life. It 
is the impressive discipline of first-time novel- 
ist (and Michner graduate) James Hannaham’s 
flat prose - which displays an almost anti- 
writerly lack of ornament, devoid of extensive 
contemplation - that allows such a thorough 
inhabitation of his character. We are drawn 
along Gary’s path by dint of his story and the 
dust-dry wit that sneaks through his seem- 
ingly two-dimensional narration. Neither Gary 
nor his also nicely monikered Atlantan alter 
ego, August Valentine, participates overly in 
what is commonly called the gay community 
(or, for that matter, in the African-American 
community); the main difference between the 
two is that Gary seeks only illicit, anonymous, 
shame-laden sex in quasi-public places, and 
the out-but-not-particularly-proud Valentine 
enjoys cohabitation, steady lovers, and some 
of the more superficial cliches of gay life (the- 
atre, gastronomy). There is no outsider salva- 
tion here, merely the small, funny tribulations 
of an American life. - Cindy Widner 


WHITE IS FOR 
WITCHING 

by Helen Oyeyemi 
Nan A. Talese, 240 pp., $25 

What is White Is for 
Witching? 

Wayne: It’s a chilling 
thing, a lyrical thing. It’s 
crafted from murder and 
madness, from myth and 
memory and all that informs 
those dark materials. It’s 
the third book from Helen 
Oyeyemi, the 2 4-year- old 
author whose first novel, 
The Icarus Girl, made crit- 
ics tremble with literary 
delight. And, look, it’s pub- 
lished with a stunning cover 
designed by Amanda Dewey. 
But who would ever judge a 
book by its cover? 

Alan: If you’ve been 
missing Shirley Jackson all 
these many years, missing 
the creepy character-driven 
goodness of We Have Always 
Lived in the Castle and 
Hangsaman, here’s a writer 
who seems to be a direct 
heir to that lamented one’s 
gothic throne. Imagine the 
revered Bennington haus- 
frau writing The Haunting 
of Hill House after having 
grown up in England, with Nigerian 
roots, and after listening to the 
complete Belle & Sebastian oeu- 
vre until her ears bled crim- 
son lace down the sides of her 
smooth, smooth neck. 

Brenner: It’s a story about 
young Miranda Silver, who has 
pica and so eats chalk and plastic, 
and the house she lives in, which eats, 
it seems, the souls of the family’s women. 
It’s a story about Miranda’s twin brother, 
Eliot; her father, Luc; her girlfriend, Ore; 
her female forebears - and the forces those 
deceased latter wield upon the most recent 
of distaff Silvers. 

White Is for Witching, set so close to 
those famously white cliffs of Dover - 
calcium carbonate, the lot of it - also 
functions as an allegory for the British 
contentions around immigration and xeno- 
phobia, the prejudices and fears that pit 
the pale against the swarthy, the present 
against the past. Relating several perspec- 
tives, one of which is the point of view of 
the house itself, the writing becomes almost 
too precious at times, but is rescued by 
deft characterization and a steadily rising 
sense of dread. Miranda herself may remain 
unrescued by story’s end, may reside in the 
ground beneath her mother’s house, her 
ears filled with earth, her throat blocked 
by a slice of apple. Shhhhhh, now, reader, 
leave us be: We’ve promised not to tell.

FRIED CHICKEN, PART III 



Summer is here, and fried chicken is occupying our 
minds - and plates - again. Some of our favorite 
places have closed since our last report. 

We were sad to lose Gene’s New 
Orleans Po’Boys (not just for the fried 
chicken, either) as well as Tony’s 
Southern Comfort. We lost our 
favorite ethnic variety, Korean- 
style fried chicken when Red 
Cap Chick closed. But new 
outposts for crispy, juicy 
chicken goodness have 
emerged to replace them, 
although many only offer 
the all-American favorite 
on certain days and times, 
so pay attention here. 

On Monday and Tuesday evenings from 5 to 
10:30pm, Hyde Park Bar & Grill Westgate 
(4521 West Gate Blvd., 899-2700) serves Tony’s 
Southern Comfort fried chicken! Chef Tony is in 
da house dishing out the same delicious chicken 
he served at his lamented East Austin eatery, 
fried to order, accompanied by green chile- 
cheese mashed potatoes and your choice of 
one side. On Wednesdays, the Flying Falafel 
& Po-boys (2001 Guadalupe, 494-1400), a 
tiny new spot on the Drag owned by the 
Hadad family from New Orleans, serves killer 
fried chicken with a thick, well-spiced crust. A 
word of warning: They guarantee availability 
between 11am and 3pm only. It goes fast. 

Sunday brunch offers a popular option 
for fried chicken at a couple of upscale 
South Austin eateries. At Olivia (2043 S. 

Lamar, 804-2700), chef James Holmes 
offers his “picnic style” version, served 
room temperature with a scoop of creamy 
potato salad and a house-cured pickle 
spear. The hacked pieces are the perfect 
size to grab with your fingers and enjoy. 

The Cajun-flavored breading is thick, but 
it stays crisp and crunchy. The ample 
selection of fun and funky bottled sauces 
make great additions for those who want 


to add a spicy kick. In contrast, Paggi House (200 Lee 
Barton, 473-3700) serves its chicken juicy and hot, 
with a very thin crispy crust, on top of three home- 
made waffles swimming in real maple syrup. The 
combination of sweet and salty seemed strange 
to me at first, but it works beautifully, and we 
practically licked the plate clean. My only com- 
plaint: The restaurant serves only one piece of 
chicken, and it was gone before waffle No. 2. 

For a less expensive version of this delicacy, 
visit Lucky J’s (5703 Burnet Rd., 296-9914), 
where the ratio of hot and crispy chicken to 
waffles is 2-to-l (see Rachel Feit’s glowing 
review, “Lucky J’s,” June 5). 

Another casual eatery, Fion Bistro in 
Steiner Ranch (2900 N. Quinlan Park 
Rd., 266-0049), serves a yummy ver- 
sion every night of the week, accom- 
panied by mashed potatoes and 
greens. The menu suggests wash- 
ing it down with a glass of 
Tempranillo, but a cold beer 
worked just as well. Max’s Wine 
Dive (207 San Jacinto, 904-0111), 
an upscale eatery serving down-home 
cuisine, taunted me with its motto 
(“Fried chicken and champagne? Why 
the hell not?!”), so I had to check it 
out. Sure enough, I found piping hot, 
crunchy crusted, perfectly sea- 
soned chicken served atop a 
pile of mashed potatoes and 
al dente col lard greens, with 
biscuits and chipotle honey 
on the side. Best of all, it’s 
available every day of the 
week: Monday through 
Saturday from 4pm to 2am 
and at Sunday brunch, when 
$25 will buy all-you-can-eat fried 
chicken, waffles, and mimosas 
from 11am to 9pm. Since I can 
eat a lot of fried chicken and abso- 
lutely love mimosas, I think I’ve found 
my new favorite Sunday spot.

food-o-file

I really do love the new stove, but it is taking 
some getting used to. The oven controls are touch 
buttons on a panel around the clock/timer rather 
than a knob on the front, and the oven door has an 
actual working handle - imagine that! We chris- 
tened the new stove by making jelly. My big French 
copper jam pot was bubbling away, full of Lightsey’s 
tart red plums that eventually became lovely jars of 
glistening garnet ... syrup. Oops, better luck next 
season. All I’ve baked so far has been cornbread 
to eat with purple hull peas, heirloom tomatoes, 
and watermelon, but there should be blackberry/ 
peach cobbler any day now. Cooking with the boun- 
ty of summer crops brings to mind how the local 
farm-to-table connection has blossomed here in the 
past few years, despite two years of extraordinary 
drought. Just before Independence Day, I enjoyed 
brunch at Olivia (2043 S. Lamar, 804-2700, 
www.olivia-austin.com) with a couple of area farm fami- 
lies. Carol Ann Sayle and Larry Butler of 
Boggy Creek Farm (www.boggycreekfarm.com) and 
Kay and Jim Richardson of Richardson Farms 
(www.richardsonfarms.com) provided many of the ingre- 
dients for a remarkably delicious local meal: 
fresh watermelon juice mimosas; chicken-fried 
Richardson’s rib eye napped with peppery cream 
gravy and paired with big, beautiful slices of Boggy 
Creek heirloom tomatoes; intensely flavorful 
Richardson’s pork chops with fresh peach slices, 
peach barbecue sauce, crispy fries, and tangy 
homemade ketchup. Beholding the food on that 
table reminded me that at a time when our country 
is searching for solutions to issues of food safety, 
health care, the obesity and diabetes epidemics, 
and overall environmental sustainability, it is crucial 
that we nurture and maintain strong connections 
with the people who humanely produce clean, safe, 
healthy food at the local level. Supporting local 
farmers provides both independence and home- 
land security!... Three local businesses have 
come up with ingenious ways to support local non- 
profits in these difficult economic times. At Austin 
Land & Cattle Co. (1205 N. Lamar, 472-1813, 
www.austinlandandcattlecompany.com), proprietors 
Christian and Theresa Mertens choose a differ- 
ent charity every month (the SIMS Foundation for 
July) to benefit from their Second Helpings pro- 
gram: For every three-course prix fixe ($35) meal 
sold on Sunday evenings, the charity receives a

India Kitchen, located in the strip center just west of the 
northwest corner of Pleasant Valley and Riverside, is to our 
knowledge the only Indian food south of the river. Go up 
north, toward Vietnamese-restaurant land, and the Indian 
restaurants grow thickly; down south, not so much. Open 
for three years and run by the Reddy family, India Kitchen 
serves Southern Indian (think Andhra Pradesh and 
Hyderabad, the eastern seaboard of the southern tip of the 
Indian subcontinent) with a healthy dose of Northern 
Indian thrown in for good measure. 

All of the meats served are halal, and there are ice- 
cold jumbo bottles of India’s Kingfisher beer avail- 
able. The dining room is relatively small and 
spotlessly clean, with music that seems closer to 
Middle Eastern than Bollywood, and many folks 
go there for the buffet ($8.99 lunch, $9.99 
nights and weekends). The buffet’s south side 
is composed of hot dishes, while a smaller 
extension past the kitchen door has cold dishes. 

Our last visit we feasted on “chicken curry” (an 
ambiguous name, but chicken in a fairly mild and 
rich creamy sauce). The chicken is a bit dry, but this is 
because it is white meat. People, trust me, get off of your 
chicken breast kick and let these poor restaurant folks cook 
dark meat, which is moister and has much more flavor. You 
may think you don’t like dark meat . . . until you taste it. 

Goat curry is succulent and spicy, and the bones are eas- 
ily avoided. Goat isn’t easy to find in Austin, and this ver- 
sion is great. Lamb meatballs swim in a tomato-kissed sauce 
with a mild masala seasoning. The sauces of all three of 
these go well with the chicken Hyderabad biryani rice dish 
or the basmati rice palow. Vegetablewise, we like the spicing 
of pretty much all of the offerings we’ve tried, although they 
could all be amped up a turn or two. A recent cabbage bhaji 
teases with turmeric and mustard seeds. Dal makhani mixes 
dark lentils with a bit of red bean and ginger in a creamy 
sauce. Aloo mutter is excellent: punjabi peas and potatoes in 
a creamy sauce with cumin, garlic, and a bit of chile. 


Palak paneer doesn’t surprise; a fairly standard rendition 
of spiced spinach with homemade cheese. Samosas are tri- 
angular, flaky, and stuffed with spicy potatoes and peas, 
excellent soused with some of the chile sauce from the cold 
bar. Spinach pakora is crispy, not the least bit oily, and 
more spinach than chickpea batter. If you’re there when 
the buffet offers bhindi masala (okra with tomatoes and 
spices), chana masala (chickpeas cooked the same way), or 
the baigan bharta (mashed spicy eggplant), don’t hesitate 
to indulge. 

Throw in some watermelon or cantaloupe, a respectable 
hheer (rice pudding), gulab jamun (pastry balls drowning in 
warm honey syrup), or the carrot halwa, and you have your- 
self a meal. The buffet dishes are spiced for the common 
denominator, and that shouldn’t surprise. 

Order from the menu, and you’ll start to see 
what some of the fuss is about. Chile chicken 
($10.99) is fabulous: tender moist chicken 
chunks in crispy robes of golden batter, 
briefly braised in a sauce of fresh red chile 
slices and onion; addictively piquant. Lamb 
vindaloo ($12.99) is unctuous chunks of 
tender lamb in a spicy, vinegar-laced sauce 
that blends perfectly with the sweet meat. A 
lamb shish kebab ($10.95) molded around the 
swordlike skewer spent too much time over the 
fire, but the flavors and seasonings are nice, and a bath of 
raita helps the dryness. 

In our best-for-last department, the tandoor-baked breads 
at India Kitchen just might be the best in town. Lor the buf- 
fet, they bring out a basket of naan that is fluffy and buttery, 
perfectly cooked, and so hot you can barely touch it. An 
order of onion kulcha ($2.50) is crispy and flaky on the out- 
side, moist and delicious inside, loaded with caramelized 
onion bits. A Peshawari naan ($2.50) stuffed with nuts, rai- 
sins, and coconut is similarly cooked and wonderful. 

Portions are generous, service is efficient, and the prices 
offer value for what you get. Keep going back for the buffet, 
but branch out, taste some things off the menu, and you’ll 
find food for the Indian aficionado. Whatever you do, order 
several types of the breads; you will not be disappointed.

This tiny sandwich shop, tucked away in an 
old, prezoning storefront just north of campus, 
is destined to become an Austin landmark. To 
begin with, the food is fantastic: Every ingredi- 
ent is as fresh, literally, as it can be; every reci- 
pe is obsessed over until perfection is achieved; 
and every sandwich is made to order with the 
customer in mind. Lricano’s won Best Best- 
Kept Secret in the 2008 “Best 
of Austin” issue, and it’s a 
shoo-in for Best Sandwiches 
this year. The bread is baked 
for Lricano’s daily by 
Panaderia Chuy (formerly 
Mandola’s head baker), all 
the cold cuts are Boar’s Head, 
and the soups, spreads, dressings, baked 
goods, and sides are made fresh each morning 
on the premises. After one bite of Paul’s Spicy 
Reuben ($6.95), I turned to my companion 
and said, “These people are passionate about 
food. ” It is never an accident when every little 
detail, from the house-made Thousand Island 
dressing to the ratio of sauerkraut to pastrami 
to the meltedness of the cheese and the crisp- 
ing of the bread, is perfect. Since that day I’ve 


been back four times, and every sandwich (and 
side) I have tried has been equally flawless. 

Secondly, Lricano’s personifies Austin- 
style friendliness to an almost absurd degree. 
Paul Lricano and his partners DeeAnne 
Bullard and J.J. Muhaisen know the name 
(and sandwich preferences) of virtually every 
customer, and after your first visit, they will 
remember you, too. “We 
love being part of this neigh- 
borhood,” says Muhaisen. 
“Paul and DeeAnne met 
here in the Eighties, when 
they were going to UT, and 
there is no place on earth 
that the three of us would 
rather be. Nothing makes us happier than 
the way that Lricano’s has become a neigh- 
borhood hangout.” 

In addition to deli sandwiches, Lricano’s 
also serves hot dogs, salads, cupcakes, choc- 
olate-chip cookies, chips, and an array of 
Italian sodas, including the Rootbeer 
Creamsicle soda ($2.25), a Lricano’s original 
which I particularly recommend.

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SITTING IN A TIN CAN, WHERE HELL 
IS STILL OTHER PEOPLE 

Director Duncan Jones on his debut film, ‘Moon’

The straightforward title tells us the location of this psychological science-fiction thriller, which stars Sam 
Rockwell in one or multiple roles - depending on your interpretation of Moon’s events. To say much more risks giv- 
ing too much away. The film is a compelling new take on some old genre conventions and is shaped by Duncan 
Jones’ strong directorial sensibility and Rockwell’s dynamic central performance. As the son of David Bowie, the 
actor/musician known for his embodiment of such otherworldly figures as Ziggy Stardust and the Man Who Fell to 
Earth, Jones’ interest in science fiction should come as little surprise. But this first-time feature-film director has 
seized the helm of mission control with a confidence and discipline all his own. In March, Jones was in Austin for 
a screening of Moon at the South by Southwest Film Festival, where this interview was conducted. 


Austin Chronicle: Although Moon has the 
trappings of a science-fiction film , it's not strict- 
ly a genre film . How would you describe it? 
Duncan Jones: I think we tried to tell a 
human story. The science fiction is just part 
of it. It’s really a very human story, and it’s 
asking a very simple but important question: 
If you met yourself in person, would you like 
yourself? Or would you only see the faults? 
Flow would that relationship go? 

AC: This film is such a technical challenge to 
have pulled off for your first feature. Did that 
worry you? 

DJ: When I was learning about the craft of 
working in film, I had a chance to work with 
Tony Scott for a little while. Fie was incredibly 
generous with his time and said that if you 
want to do feature films, you really should 
think about working in commercials for a 
while - just to get the technical side - and 
then move into feature films. I took his advice 
and worked in the UK making commercials. 
So, technically, I knew it was a real challenge, 
but I felt pretty confident we could do it. 


AC: I don't want to get too technical ... 

DJ: That’s good. The film worked. That’s all 
we need to know. 

AC: . . . But the whole film , physically , is some- 
thing like just two sets. 

DJ: For the shoot, what we did was build one 
major, massive set, which was the interior of 
the moon base. And then we had another 
soundstage where we built the landscape of 
the exterior of the moon, and the exteriors 
were done with model miniatures. So we had 
these beautiful vehicles and things that we 
built, and then they were being pulled along 
with fishing line. It was a very traditional, old- 
fashioned way of making it, but, technologi- 
cally, we were able to do a lot of things to 
enhance it. 

AC: The effect is really good , and it also brings 
to mind lots of other outer-space movies. 

DJ: Absolutely. It very much pays homage to 
the films that Sam [Rockwell] and I both loved 
while growing up: films like Outland and Silent 
Running and Ridley Scott’s Alien. That was a 
conscious choice: a love for those films. 


AC: Was it coincidental that the character 
Sam Rockwell plays is named Sam? 

DJ: Well, I wrote the story for Sam Rockwell. 

We met to discuss another script a while ago. 
That project wasn’t going to work because he 
wanted to play one role and I wanted him to 
play a different role. We weren’t able to con- 
vince each other, but we got on really well. We 
talked about science fiction and the films that 
we loved, and I told him, “Look, maybe this proj- 
ect isn’t going to work, but I really want you to 
be in my first film, so I’m going to write some- 
thing for you.” So his character’s name is Sam. 
It’s for Sam. But in all seriousness, one of the 
reasons why I left the name Sam is I wanted 
[Rockwell] to have that feeling of it being a little 
uncomfortable, that he’s having to face himself, 
because in the story that’s what happens. 

AC: How did you get Kevin Spacey [who contrib- 
utes the voice of the computer Gerty] involved? 
DJ: We were very fortunate. One of the produc- 
ers who joined the film when we were about to 
start shooting was Trudie Styler, who is Sting’s 
wife. She’s involved in a lot of UK productions, 


and she’s also incredibly well-connected, and 
she was able to get the script to him. And 
Kevin Spacey read it and loved the script and 
was very concerned about how we were going 
to achieve it for the budget we had. He basical- 
ly said, “Look, why don’t you come back to me 
once you’ve made the film because it’s a 
voice.” So we gave him a rough cut of the film 
with some basic effects in there. He was so 
bowled over by Sam Rockwell’s performance 
that he said, “Yeah, absolutely, I’ll do it.” I’m so 
glad he did. We wanted him the whole way 
through. And the reason was HAL [the comput- 
er from 2001: A Space Odyssey ]. We wanted 
audiences to make that connection between 
HAL and Gerty, but we also wanted to steer 
their expectations and then take them on a dif- 
ferent route. I think Spacey’s voice conveys this 
sweetness but malevolence at the same time. 
That makes the audience start to doubt Gerty 
which then made it easier and more interesting 
for us when we take it in a different direction. 

Moon opens in Austin on Friday , July 10. See Film 
Listings , p.66, for review. 


THE FALL GUY 

Legendary stuntman Gary 
Kent to read at BookPeople 

You may not recognize his name, but chances 
are you’ve already seen some of Austin-based 
stuntman, actor, special-effects artist, and now 
writer Gary Kent’s work in film. Kent’s new mem- 
oir, Shadows & Light: Journeys With Outlaws in 
Revolutionary Hollywood, is an almost ludicrously 
entertaining 400 pages of nonstop action, come- 
dy, and occasional romance, with a heavy empha- 
sis on Sixties- and Seventies-era Hollywood fringe 
luminaries such as Monte Heilman, Ted V. Mikels, 
and Roger Corman. As if that weren’t enough, 
Kent now proves himself to be a born anecdotal- 
ist. His argument that the American independent 
film was really born with Cassavetes’ Shadows is 
a keeper, and his reminiscences of shooting at 
Spahn Ranch with the Manson family lurking 
around the set are downright creepy-crawly.

FAMILY IS FOR LIFE 

Austin Film Festival to honor ‘Arrested 
Development’ creator Mitchell Hurwitz 


Never nude. The Banana Stand. “The 
Final Countdown.” Kissing cousins. (“You 
kissed?” Michael Bluth asks. “We did a lit- 
tle more than that,” his son squirms. 
Flash-cut to a black-and-white still of a 
ballplayer sliding headfirst into base. A 
noisemaker blares. The crowd goes wild.) 

Arrested Development didn’t start from 
scratch - The Simpsons, Sports Night, 
Spaced, Herman's Head, Scrubs, and the 
original British The Office had already started 
dismantling the conventional sitcom by the 
time Arrested Development premiered on Fox 
in 2003. But Mitchell Hurwitz’s comedy 
about the deeply dysfunctional, mostly at-war 
Bluth family managed to compact every ear- 
lier innovation (single camera; no laugh 
track; intertextuality; dense, even soap-oper- 
atic storylines) into 22-minute bursts of bril- 
liant, subversive stuff and was routinely 
called television’s best show. As in, ever. 


It was gone too soon, canceled in 
2006, but fans of the show might as 
well have “Never Forget” tattooed on 
their hearts - and there are fans for 
sure at Austin Film Festival, which 
announced on Monday that Hurwitz would 
receive this year’s Outstanding Television 
Writer Award at the coming festival in 
October. Previous honorees include Greg 
Daniels, David Milch, Mike Judge, and 
Garry Shandling; the process of select- 
ing each year’s awardees, according to 
Conference Director Maya Perez, comes 
down to “an amalgam of strategy and, 
dare I say, kismet.” And, of course, who 
gets staffers most excited. 

“Our staff is pretty representative of 
our audience,” says Perez. “Everyone here 
loves movies and TV - big and small. We 
pick panelists and awardees who we, as 
film and TV lovers, want to know how they 



do what they do. These are the people we 
want to sit down and listen to ourselves.”

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PUNCH OUT!! 

Nintendo, $49.99 

While crappy Wii games 
continue to flood the market, 
the proprietary titles and 
dynasties (e.g., Zelda, Mario, 
Metroid) get the sequel treat- 
ment time and time again with 
little loss of entertainment. 

It’s a wonder it’s taken this 
long to update what was Mike 
Tyson's Punch Out!!. Nintendo 
succeeds once again with a 
tried-and-true update of the 
original, and, like the original, 
Wii’s Punch Out!! doesn’t 
resemble the sport of boxing 
in the slightest. But Nintendo 
was never great at reproduc- 
ing reality, instead resolving 
to hone its skills creating worlds where plumbers save prin- 
cesses. Or worlds where a 5V2-foot, 105-pound boxer can 
walk home with the heavyweight belt. 

Punch Out's hero, Little 
Mac, was and is the diminu- 
tive boxer and longshot for 
the World Title. That is, until 
the controls are put in your 
hands and early victories bring 
on new stereotypes for you to 
knock out. Who knew there 
was a Turkish stereotype until 
Bald Bull stepped in the ring? 

Each opponent has a unique 
fighting style that consists of 
telegraphing punches that usu- 
ally need to be avoided before 
going on the offensive. 

There are two ways to control 
Little Mac. Use the Wiimote and 
its companion, the nunchuk, to mimic punch- 
ing, and dodge with the direction pad on the 
nunchuk (or the Balance Board from VV/7 Fit for 
excruciating difficulty). If that gets frustrating, 
turn the Wiimote sideways and use it like the old 
school Nintendo controller from the original. After six 
or seven opponents, the precise timing needed to dodge 
and punch all but demands a switch to the simplified con- 
trols. The imprecision of the Wiimote strikes again. 

As you defeat the 13 fighters twice - with new tricks 
the second time around - you can attempt challenges that 
require defeating opponents in specific ways. Sure, you can 
beat Glass Joe, but can you knock him out in one punch? The 
biggest difference from the classic game is the head-to-head 
mode. The combination of split-screen and standard play in 
head-to-head matches makes it a worthwhile addition - one 
of the few real improvements. Luckily the original and the 
remake are two of the most replayable games of all time. 

Above all, I miss Mario as the ref, and I’m not sure why 
there’s a ref at all, since he ignores the horseshoes in oppo- 
nents’ gloves or transporting swamis. All he’s good at is 
ensuring that I know I’ve been knocked out. I prefer getting 
that news from Mario. - J.R. 

TIGER WOODS PGA TOUR 10 

EA Sports, $59.99 

Four words that describe the experience of playing Tiger 
Woods PGA Tour 10: addictive, beautiful, calming, frustrating. 
Strange that those same words also accurately describe the 
game of golf itself - depending on how you’re playing. And 
this is no coincidence. A more realistic golf game would be 
hard to find on any system. 

It is also a hell of a lot of fun to play. The realism of 
PGA Tour 10 only emphasizes how little I know about the 


game of golf. The last time I 
went golfing, I broke the head 
off my friend’s driver with a 
poorly swung shot. The club 
head went further than the ball. 

Knowing which club to use and 
the appropriate loft and fade 
to apply are crucial. And, of 
course, putting can make or 
break your game; my putting 
sent me to bogeytown until I 
got used to the new precision- 
putting mechanism. But once I 
got that down, I started shoot- 
ing for par more times than not. It seems redundant to say 
about next generation games, but Tiger Woods PGA Tour 
10’ s graphics are gorgeous. Lush greens, excellent camera 
angles, and a soothing soundtrack all combine for a pleas- 
ant, Zenlike experience. 

Excellent new features in this installment include the 
aforementioned precision putting, the addition of the U.S. 
Open Championship on the challenging Bethpage Black 
course, real-time weather conditions supplied by the Weather 
Channel, and several others that play just as well as they 
look on the press release. Nothing like getting rained on in 
the back nine to bring back golfing memories. - Mark Fagan 

RED FACTION: GUERILLA 

THQ, $59.99 

The shooter genre, despite its unyielding popularity with 
hardcore gamers, shows all signs of running out of tricks. The 
best shooter games from the past few years had few defining 
characteristics that set them apart: BioShock had story and 
art going for it, while Left 4 Dead had relentless action and 

nearly perfect multiplayer action. Luckily Red Faction also 
has a trick: abject destruction. The question that fol- 
lows: Is this one trick enough to sustain an entire 
gaming experience? The short answer: no. 

The long answer? 

You play as Alec Mason, a destruction 
expert recently relocated to the habitable 
surface of Mars who is quickly sucked into life 
as a rebel against the Earth Defense Force’s 
tyrannical rule. Plot details are unnecessary 
since the story offers little to keep the player 
engaged. What does A 

engage is the destruc- ■ DFfl IP A PT|flll 

tive power you can wield, be it AvCIJ IHU I lUH 
with a simple sledgehammer or 
Armageddon-bringing missiles 
shot from jetpacks. 

Previous games have 
attempted reckless destruction, 
but there were always limits. 

Red Faction takes a more 
Grand Theft Auto, open-world 
approach. Everything is fair 
game, and everything (bridges, 
watch towers, etc.) falls with a realism that makes you stop 
to watch a building that you so lovingly fitted with explosive 
charges tumble on that munitions depot right next door 
before ramming your vehicle through a storage facility. 

You can ignore orders and run amok, shooting EDF soldiers 
and wreaking havoc, but the thrill wanes. Follow your fellow 
rebels’ instructions to proceed speedily to bigger and badder 
weapons: the real impetus for playing at all. 

The multiplayer modes stand out only in that the usually 
static battlefield can be molded by your destruction to offer 
a better vantage or strategic position. Nothing is solid, every- 
thing is blow-up-able, and the returns again diminish quickly. 

What it lacks in finesse, the game partly makes up for in 
large-scale obliteration, but you’re left hoping there’s a bigger 
building around the corner when there’s probably just another 
standard shootout. - J.R.

Dispatches from Wii’s Virtual Console

If Nintendo isn’t rehashing classics on Wii, then it is 
re-releasing them outright. But no one’s complaining here. 
Especially when it means The Legend of Zelda: Maj ora’s Mask 
is available for download. Underplayed on the failure that 
was Nintendo 64, the game was a favorite with critics. Nine 
years after its initial release, the story and characters give it a 
charm and playability that rivals most any game to date. Over 
the course of 72 hours (roughly), Link must save Termina 
from the grimacing moon that hovers mere feet from the 
city. Despite the convenient flute that can transport you in 
time, the constantly ticking clock and glowering moon give 
the adventure and puzzle sequences a sense of urgency often 
lacking in games with such lengthy plots and replayability. 
Perfect for nostalgic adults or young gamers. 

Originally played on the Super Nintendo, Final Fantasy 
II (which was Final Fantasy IV to Asian markets) had a few 
years added on to its life with Final Fantasy IV: The After Years 
(we finally stopped renumbering them in America; sorry for 
the confusion). Now available for download, The After Years 
picks up 1 7 years after the defeat of Zeromus (remember?) 
with the son of the original game’s protagonists. This is 
role-playing fare that defined the genre at the time, and Final 
Fantasy is on the verge of releasing its 13th and 14th itera- 
tions. The After Years follows most of the rules of the role- 
playing genre, but then again, Final Fantasy wrote a lot of 
those rules, and they still do it better than most. Additional 
Final Fantasy IV expansion games are already set to release 
on Wii Virtual Console by the time you’ve completed this 
episode, so don’t get comfy. 

Will Wright, the creator of the wildly popular Sims 
games, followed up the groundbreaking success of SimCity 
with a digitized turd called SimEarth. I played the PC 
version of this game circa 1991 and found its efforts 
to re-create existence from a barely formed planet to 
highly evolved uberhumans insufferably tedious, with the 
instruction manual reading more like an earth science 
textbook. The version that WiiWare has reproduced from 
the little-known TurboGrafx-16 is laughably simplified 
and yet more brain-fryingly frustrating to control than the 
original. Unrecognizable icons and objects pile confusion 
on top of the already unintuitive gameplay. Leave this one 
in the Wii shop. 

Be warned: Many downloadable games will require the 
Wii’s Classic Controller ($19.99); some merely suggest you 
use it. If you have the option, try both the Wiimote and 
the Classic Controller to see which is easier. Games for any 
platform after the original Nintendo likely play better on the 
Classic Controller. 
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An Elegy for M. J.

I wasn’t going to write about Michael 
Jackson. I believe I said what I needed to 
say when I wrote about him after his child 
molestation trial in 2005 (“TV Eye,” June 
24, 2005). Ironically, the headline for that 
column was similar to this one: “Mourning 
Michael Jackson.” But I felt compelled to 
write about Jackson now because I realized 
that all my experiences of him were through 
TV I never saw him in concert. And there 
is still something iconic about Jackson’s 
appearances, especially when he per- 
formed live, that reminds me how 
powerful TV can be when it 
comes to capturing those once- 
in-a-lifetime moments in the 
intimacy of your living room. 

I’ve spent a lot of time view- 
ing Jackson-related clips online. 

A lot of them are of old per- 
formances I saw when they first 
occurred; others are tributes by other 
performers in concert. Somehow, it’s not the 
same, though I do admit to being moved 
by a YouTube clip of Stevie Wonder in a 
Kansas City concert the day after Jackson’s 
death. Wonder openly weeps when, during 
a medley of Jackson hits, “Never Can Say 
Goodbye” begins to play, and that familiar, 
crystalline tenor soars into the sky. If you 
don’t tear up watching that clip, then you 
either have a heart made of stone or you 
were never touched by Jackson’s 
music to begin with. Or maybe it’s 
a generational thing. Since Jackson 
and I are the same age, I feel like 
I grew up with him. In spite of 
all the bizarre behavior and 
the questionable private life, 
made very public, he felt like 
a brother in the most sym- 
bolic sense of the word. 

According to the Nielsen 
rating system, the “greatest 
hits” of Michael Jackson on 
TV include scenes I’d rather 







forget: Living With Michael Jackson, the 
2003 Martin Bashir interview that aired on 
20/20, and his 60 Minutes interview with Ed 
Bradley later that same year. The 1995 Diane 
Sawyer interview with Michael Jackson and 
Lisa Marie Presley on Primetime Live and, 
prior to that, Jackson and Presley’s “coming 
out” as a married couple at the 1994 MTV 
Video Music Awards. 

These are the notable TV moments with 
Jackson I will always cherish: 

Jackson and the Jackson 5 enter- 
ing the national spotlight with 
their first performance on The Ed 
Sullivan Show in 1969. Jackson 
singing “ABC” with the Jackson 
5 on American Bandstand in 
1970. Jackson’s stunning per- 
formance of “Billie Jean” on 
Motown 25: Yesterday, Today, and 
Forever in 1983. The premiere of his 
“Thriller” video on MTV also occurred 
in 1983, a landmark event because of its 
cost, its length, and because it broke the 
unspoken (but widely talked about) racial 
barrier on the cable music network. 

As I finish writing this column, it’s only 
a few hours until the start of the public 
memorial at the Staples Center in Los 
Angeles. The event (or spectacle, depending 
on your point of view) was to be carried live 
on E!, ABC, NBC, CNN, and MSNBC. I 
can’t imagine what lasting moments will 
come from that event. In the meantime, 
how I closed the 2005 “TV Eye” about 
Jackson bears repeating here: 
“Those of us who remem- 
ber Michael Jackson before 
the glove will always mourn 
the boy we grew up with, 
who moved us and left 
us many years ago.”

O left earlier this month for her first ever Japanese 

tour. “The response has been amazing; I walk in the 
room, and the polite full house applauds,” she relays 
from Fliroshima, adding that she already needs to 
ship over more merch. “The wall at one club, Kapone, has signatures 
from Michael Fracasso, Scrappy [Jud Newcomb], Kevin Carroll, 

Walter Tragert, Gurf Morlix, Randy Weeks, Colin Gilmore, Beaver 
Nelson, and Matt the Electrician.” That’s largely due to Shuichi 
Iwami and Keiji Matsumoto. Since 2004, the two independent 
Japanese bookers and regular attendees of the South by 
Southwest Music Fest have created a niche market in their native 
underground by regularly hosting and routing Austin singer-songwriters 
through intimate clubs (capacities vary from 20 to 80 people), a stark 
contrast to the experience of Asylum Street Spanker Stanley Smith 
(see “Big in Japan,” May 2, 2003). “First of all, I am not a 
professional promoter or agent,” writes Iwami, who was 
first turned on to roots music by Lucinda Williams’ Car 
Wheels on a Gravel Road and Loose Diamonds’ Burning 
Daylight. “I’ve been doing what I’ve wanted. ... I’ve been 
totally addicted to the [Austin] scene.” 

Great Wall of Sound 

Following in the flight path of collaborator Andrew 
Kenny of the Wooden Birds, David Wingo, the autum- 
nal songsmith behind Ola Podrida, has moved back to 
town and signed with Austin’s venerable Western Vinyl. 

Ola Podrida’s self-produced sophomore effort, Belly of 
the Lion, on which Wingo plays every instrument save for 
a few drum tracks, drops Nov. 10 and picks up where 
the band’s stargazed cover of Joy Division’s “Atmosphere” for The Signal sound- 
track left off. “It’s a guitar record for sure,” assures Wingo, who opens for local 
instrumentalists and labelmates Balmorhea at the Cactus Cafe tonight (Thursday, 
July 9), with help from Kenny and Ola Podrida drummer Matthew Frank. “I’ve been 
having fun plugging in effects pedals again.” Along with providing the score for the 
upcoming documentary Soundtracker, Wingo recently finished up work on Gentlemen 
Broncos, the latest comedy from Napoleon Dynamite director Jared Hess. “He 
asked me if I could do crazy Logan’s Run-type music,” he confides. “It’s this synthy, 
spacey, spaghetti Western. It’s ridiculous and over the top.” 


As a former touring member of the Winter Blanket, 
Fitzgerald, and the Stilts, Todd Hansen knows the 
value of a decent night’s rest on the road. That’s why the 
recent Austin transplant founded Better Than the Van, 
a locally based networking site that links 


struggling bands with individuals across the 
country willing to offer up a couch or floor 
space to crash on, complete with profiles and 
guest-book forums. Consider it DIY touring for 
the 21st century, and it’s quickly catching on. 
There are 41 registered hosts in the Austin 
area alone, and the site is building toward a 
redesign that would incorporate more ad space 
and a possible supplementary subscription- 
based service. “It seemed like a natural exten- 
sion to put this idea online and see if our cul- 
ture had gotten to the point where it wouldn’t 
seem weird,” says Hansen, who leads by exam- 
ple, hosting both Boston’s Bang Bang Blue 
and California’s Backup Johnny this week. As 
such, Hansen has some general guidelines for 
proper band etiquette. “Be really polite and 
realize the people whose door you’re knocking 
on aren’t as used to this as you are,” he laughs. “Offer 
to get them into the show; throw ’em some records and 
maybe a T-shirt or two.” www.betterthanthevan.com.

Austin’s real indie scene

The real indie bands in Austin are teen 
bands not affiliated with rock camps or music 
schools but formed because of similar tastes 
- or maybe just because they live down the 
street from one another. These are Austin’s 
townies, the up-and-coming home teams, and 
the remarkable result of cultivation in a town 
dedicated to music. 

That’s important because 
with these young acts comes 
the matrix of fans who will 
make up the core Austin 
audience for the next genera- 
tion. By the time local musi- 
cians turn 18, graduate high 
school, and enter college, 
their fanbase is automatically 
broadened by the annual fall 
influx of college students. 

The bands’ challenge is to 
draft the new audience of 
students and nonstudents 
into their armies. 

If that doesn’t happen, the 
bands of high school grads 
who have played together 
since they were kids find 
themselves with an audience 
that can dissipate over one 
summer. Sometimes the bands 
were local faves at 16, but 
their careers are tanking at 19. 

Without the hub of high 
school, the daily social inter- 
action is gone. 

Call them the 1821 Club, this legion of 
young musicians in the “swing shift” age 
group - over 18 and technically adults but not 
yet 21, with its full-adult privileges. They’re 
the age group that most understands the 
double-bind of all-ages clubs they are wel- 
come to patronize but not drink in. It’s a point 
of frustration, particularly for under-21 bands 


with a decent following who might be able to 
book into an all-ages club but can’t deliver the 
bar receipts needed to sustain business. These 
bands and fans are the wandering tribes look- 
ing for the next oasis. 

The 18- to 21 -year-olds are still deeply con- 
nected to their under- 18 brethren, a symbiotic 
relationship illustrated by 
bands whose members range 
in age from teens to early 20s, 
as in the case of Hero to the 
Villain’s Luis Soto and Blues 
Mafia’s Sasha Ortiz. In one 
reversal of tradition, 17-year- 
old Georgia Napolitano leads 
her band of over- 18 musi- 
cians, while fellow U-18 
bands are rising strong, with 
Chief Rival, Edison Chair, and 
AfterMath among the best. 

Out in the summer music 
camps, admissions have not 
faltered, and a few are operat- 
ing at top speed. The Paul 
Green School of Rock Music 
is participating with official 
Woodstock celebrations, 
while John Moyer of the 
Disturbed is one of the rock 
star teachers this summer at 
Natural Ear Music School. 
The classes are mostly full, a 
sign of general good health. 

To showcase this ripe talent, 
Ruta Maya is hosting Next 
Up, a gathering of teen bands, every Saturday 
afternoon in July. And what’s on the horizon? 
How about the U-13 bands? A trio of 12-year- 
old funksters. A pair of brothers from Bastrop 
playing traditional blues and folk. A quintet of 
classic rockers whose oldest member is 12 and 
youngest is 8. 

The younger they come, the harder they rock.

Chief Rival 


“Chief Rival!” declared a rep from the 
National Association of Music Merchandisers 
during the South by Southwest Underage Day 
Party at Momo’s in March. “They’re the best 
band I’ve heard the whole conference!” (Full 
disclosure: Guitarist Zeke Barbara is Austin 
Chronicle Publisher Nick Barbara’s son.) 

High praise, indeed. Austin was never much 
of an instrumental band town, save for the 
jazz clubs, yet the emergence of Explosions in 
the Sky has had a tremendous impact locally. 
That’s the band feeding Chief Rival’s flights of 
instrumental fancy (and occasional vocals, like 
“On a Broken Horse”). Their well-crafted 
songs also suggest Sigur Ros, though they’ve 
been in an Ennio Morricone mood lately. 


The short life span of the quartet 
(www.myspace.com/chiefrival), which has been 
together more than two years but “only seri- 
ous for one,” has yielded gigs at the Mohawk, 
Red 7, Room 710, playing with pals Hotel 
Hotel, Salesman, and their “big brother” 
band, Balmorhea. 

“Conflicts often arise when our eclectic 
taste in music affects the individual style of 
our songs,” explains Christian York, bandleader- 
guitarist and sometimes vocalist. “We resolve 
these problems by doing our best to blend the 
different sounds into one, although recently 
our music has developed a more definite form 
[because] we’ve narrowed our inspirations.” 


Georgia & the Boys 

Georgia Napolitano (www.georgianapolitano.com), 

known just by her first name when she heads up 
her band, Georgia & the Boys, was rejected by 
American Idol judges in Dallas a scant three 
weeks ago, but it just might be the best thing for 
the 17-year-old. In a town like Austin, with its 
broad-based teen music scene, Georgia is the 
only young woman actively pursuing traditional 
pop as played by Christina Aguilera and Pink. 

It’s more sophisticated than the blues or 
hard rock most teens play and produce. 
Moreover, it doesn’t have a built-in audience 
the way country music does here, nor does it 
have clubs that cater to the genre. That leaves 
her almost single-handedly forging a sound 
that has tremendous national potential but 
not much of an audience in Austin. 

Born in England, but a resident of Texas for 
many years, Georgia is as bubbly and effusive 
off stage as on, with her British accent and 
fresh-faced looks providing extra charm. That 
she writes as well as sings and dances puts 
her on par with 1980s pop queen Debbie 
Gibson, the first teen girl to write, sing, and 
produce a No. 1 single. For the moment, she 
isn’t complaining. 

“The hardest part is booking gigs,” Georgia 
says. “There are so many amazing bands in 
Austin, and since it is the five music capital, 



it’s full of great musicians looking for a chance 
to play. 

“So many people will turn you down, tell you 
you’re not what they are looking for, or that you 
don’t have what it takes. I always try to remem- 
ber, ‘100 people will love you; 100 won’t.’ Just 
take notice of the ones that love you.”

Hero to 
the Villain 

When the Back Room went 
under in 2006, it kissed off one 
of the last Austin stages where 
a metal band could get res- 
pect. That’s too bad for Hero 
to the Villain (www.myspace.com/ 
herotothevillain), at the forefront 
of a young metal scene handi- 
capped in two ways: Venues 
for teen bands are limited, and g 
venues for metal bands g 
(Headhunters, Red Eyed Fly, < 

Red 7) aren’t always all ages. § 

Hero to the Villain has a 
secret weapon, however, one that arms them for the upcoming struggle to be heard. The 
deathcore quintet - Luis, Johnny, Anthony, Veronica, and Chris - was part of the BlastBeat 
program (www.blastbeat.org) for young bands in Austin, and by participating in it, the group 
learned the basics of running a record label plus how to organize a band. H2V are also part 
of the burgeoning teen metal scene that includes I See a Ghost, Baphemetis, and Within 
White Shadows. 

“Our toughest conflict at the moment is just trying to get our EP recorded. Studio time is 
very expensive. We’re trying our best to save up and get it out to our fans soon. Anybody that 
can help us please let us know,” Luis half-jokes. 

“Metal has always appealed to us for the simple fact that it’s very complex,” he continues. 
“In order to understand it, you have to dig deep. I scream the lyrics because if people want to 
understand it, they won’t be quick to judge us, but look further. 

“We were given a gift and want to put it to a good use and change the world one song at a time.” 






The art of the harmony has not escaped 
Edison Chair (www.myspace.com/edisonchair), a 

power pop trio from Dripping Springs that 
owes as much to mod as NewWave. Propelled 
by hooks and charismatic stage presence, 
Edison Chair’s songs are so poised to make 
a big leap that Austin-Nashville country 
singer-songwriter Monte Warden recently 
brought producers Bruce Brody (Rickie Lee 
Jones, Pulp Fiction ) and Jose Alcantar (Blue 
October) into the studio with them. 

“The harmonies are by far the hardest part 
to pull off,” swears guitarist-vocalist Nathan 
Thrash. “It takes a lot of effort to get our voices 
synchronized, compared to instrumentation.” 


And like teen scene kings the Fireants, cur- 
rently with the Nancy Fly Agency, Edison 
Chair discovered that having a go-get-’em 
agent solved many booking woes. Rajiworld’s 
Roggie Baer, who promotes Jovita’s Sunday 
afternoon series ALTWorld, signed the trio to 
her stable of stars, booking the group into 
prestigious venues such as the Belmont and 
Antone’s. Nathan, along with bassist Martin 
Aker and drummer Wes Armstrong, is most 
pleased with the results. 

“The first ALTWorld workshop we ever 
played was our best gig, because it sparked a lot 
of buzz and contacts,” Nathan relates. “We had 
the judges giving us a standing ovation! The 
saturation of music in Austin often makes it 
hard to break through to new venues and clubs, 
and sometimes to potential fans. However, it is 
the five music capital of the world, so this is 
expected. It is an unbelievable experience to 
both five near and play music here!” 

By the way, where did the enigmatic band 
name come from? “It’s a secret!” 


AfterMath 

At the rock camps and music schools, 
teachers and administrators fantasize that an 
arranged band will thrive after it leaves. Meet 
AfterMath (www.myspace.com/aftermathrox), the 
two-boy, two-girl pop-rock quartet that’s done 
just that since its inception at the Austin 
School of Music four years ago. 

AfterMath’s sound is a canny mix of 1960s 
garage rock and trippy 1980s synth groove, fea- 
turing the rich vocals of Rachel Thompson and 
sounding like Jefferson Airplane in Vans. It’s a 
sound that coalesced when bassist Liwy Bennett 


(see “Six Under 17,” Jan. 16) joined Rachel and 
original camp band members Dustin Berlanger 
and Justin Beamon. Their enviable performing 
schedule includes venues such as Guero’s, 
Momo’s, the Red Eyed Fly, and the Sunday 
ALTWorld series at Jovita’s. That experience has 
not been lost on 16-year-old Rachel, the lead 
singer who understands what lies ahead. 

“The big problem is competing for an audi- 
ence with all the other bands,” she 
explains. “Austin is great in that it provides us 
with opportunities no other city would have, 
but the opportunity is also there for everyone, 



Mother Falcon 

Among all the bands joining the 1821 Club, 
none is as revolutionary as Mother Falcon 
(www.myspace.com/motherfalconmusic). Their lush 
baroque pop is classically based, with modem 
quirks such as accordion and mandolin. At the 
heart of Mother Falcon is Nick Gregg, vocalist, 
cellist, mandolin player, guitarist, and song- 
writer. His extraordinary vision of the classical 
pop landscape reveals a few milestones, such 
as the Incredible String Band and Brit folk-pop 
of the 1970s, with 
more cultivation 
from the likes of 
Joanna Newsom 
and Final Fantasy. 

And, without realizing it, Mother Falcon is the 
natural heir to the Alejandro Escovedo 
Orchestra, a pairing begging for a good stage. 

“I’d been playing in bass-guitar-dmms bands 
and having a good time but wanting something 
bigger,” Nick recounts. “A friend in orchestra 
and I started writing with cellos, instmments 
we’d been classically trained on for years, and 
realized it had a lot of potential. We started off 
with three cellos, then we realized that all these 
years of playing Bach for hours on end paid off, 
giving us skills to write songs that would chal- 
lenge us and the audience would enjoy.” 

Named for a dubbed expletive in a Bruce 
Willis film on TY the 12-piece orchestra walks 


a highly demanding tightrope of individual 
schedules and jobs. “Nick is the heart and 
soul, the creative force,” declares Yun Du, 
violinist for Mother Falcon. “I’m more the 
brain, making sure everyone knows what’s 
going on, scheduling appearances and stuff. 
Not everyone has their own transportation, 
carpooling, scheduling, logistics.” 

Of the dozen members, Tamir Kalifa posi- 
tively levitates the band. The Maryland native 
moved to Texas after meeting two Austinites 
while attending 
film school in 
Prague and was 
“hired to just play 
accordion on one 
song,” but he asked to stay on after his exquisite 
tenor worked with Nick’s own yearning style. 

“We’ve been talking about how interest- 
ing vocal harmonies are, and with 12 musi- 
cans, a good number of us are capable of 
singing,” Nick explains. “We’re trying to 
incorporate things we really love about 
bands like Grizzly Bear with classical 
rhythms and catchy melodies.” 

If that sounds likes an unusual combina- 
tion, he doesn’t think so. 

“Music today is two steps forward and one 
step back. You have a lot of 1980s dance and 
garage rock coming back. So if it’s going back 
in time, we’ll just beat everyone to the 1700s.”

and it’s very competitive. I think 
the times for some of our gigs, like 
afternoons, is also a drag on get- 
ting people out to hear us. In 
Austin, everyone is out doing stuff 
during the day, and they think of 
five music as a night deal.” 
AfterMath recorded a five CD 
at Roadhouse Rags, and original 
material will be released later this 
fall. Rachel has also been devel- 
oping solo material for her debut 
at Ruta Maya on July 18. ■

Montreal, Quebec, Canada, June 30-July 3 

Never travel for music. From Johnny Cash 
at Emo’s to Beck at Westlake High School, 
the superstars eventually come to you, Austin. 
True, the Montreal Jazz Festival’s global get 
this year, Stevie Wonder, who bookended 
the international gathering’s initial headliner 
30 years ago, Ray Charles, probably won’t 
give a three-hour free show at Auditorium 
Shores anytime soon, but most of the fes- 
tival’s headliners its first four nights out of 
12 have wowed our town: Wynton Marsalis’ 
Lincoln Center Jazz Orchestra, Dave 
Holland, Chucho Valdes, Wayne Shorter. 

Not Enrico Rava. 

For him, the Montreal Jazz Festival gra- 
ciously flew me in. And put me up. Again. 
Fortunately for everyone, Stevie Wonder only 
required a drive to Houston (see Music blog 
“Signed Sealed Delivered,” Dec. 5, 2007), 


especially since you couldn’t get anywhere near 
him in Montreal’s wet, besieged, downtown jazz 
empire. Rava and pianist Stefano Bollani’s 
set concluded just ahead of Wonder’s, capped 
off with Canada Day fireworks. American inde- 
pendence weighs in at 233, while its Canadian 
counterpart - July 1 - counts 142. 

“A little,” said Rava when asked how well 
he knew the United States. Hours before his 
performance, in a dark corner of unofficial 
jazz festival headquarters at the Hyatt bar, he 
added, “I also know Dallas and Fort Worth.” 
Since now I’ve traveled to witness Rava, 
music’s Murphy’s Law dictates that the Italian 
trumpet sage is due at any moment in Austin. 
After all, last year’s jazz fest headliner, Leonard 
Cohen, who hadn’t played his hometown in 
15 years (see “Live Shot,” July 4, 2008), let 
alone the rest of humanity in that time span, 


opened his North American tour here in A-town 
three months ago (see “Live Shots,” April 10). 
On second thought, traveling for music may be 
the only way to recruit it here. Rava and Bollani 
could melt the One World Theatre. 

A bare stage with a black baby grand con- 
trasted the bustling 500-seat downstairs 
theatre of the 19th century Gesu Church, 
whose typically robust and genuinely engaged 
Montreal jazz intelligentsia clearly relished 
audience with the Genoa-dwelling Rava, 70 
come August. His silver horn blew Miles Davis, 
Chet Baker, Tomasz Stanko (for interview, see 
austinchronicle.com/earache). Bollani, surfing his 
piano bench with leg-kicks and push-backs, 
put forth ominous bass notes while Rava filled 
crevices not really there, the two collabora- 
tors of 2007’s The Third Man on Criterion 
Collection jazz equivalent ECM not so much 
in conversation as simultaneous exploration 
-jazz. Rava would rattle off a sharp cluster 
of notes, and Bollani would respond with a 
rumble that built to a domino ballet of frantic 
black-and-whites. Conclusions were fiery, and 
ballads the aftermath of a storm. Rava’s tart 
tone turned to scotch on Stan Getz’s “Dear 
Old Stockholm.” The sons of Italy became 
Laurel and Hardy in their song back announce- 
ments. Bollani especially is a mischievous 
soul, a classic jazz interpolator full of humor, 
with the physical agility of Chico Marx. His 
empathic support of Rava allowed the mae- 
stro freedom of hue. During the first of two 
encores topping a nearly two-hour, red and 
blue sear, Rava hit his trumpet on the micro- 
phone, and, as momentarily surprised as he 
was, a far more startling reaction to the clank 
was realization that such sounds had been 
made through a thin, pounded, piece of metal. 

Further immigration rationalization 
lists Latin pianists - Lincoln Center guest 


Spaniard Chano Dominguez, UK bass 
Jedi Dave Holland’s Havana neurosurgeon 
Gonzalo Rubalcaba, and Wayne Shorter’s 
Panamanian free-jazz anchor Danilo Perez - 
plus lady killers: early Cat Power drama queen 
Melody Gardot, Jenny Lewis’ less acerbic 
bangs-wearer Eleni Mandell, and Sao Paulo- 
born scat cat Luciana Souza. Japanese alto 
and soprano sax sensei Sadao Watanabe’s 
band of rockists proved fusion’s not dead in 
the land of the rising sun, though neither is 
the 76-year-old homeland superstar’s pastoral 
“Witch Craft.” Octogenarian alto sax survivor 
Lee Konitz whistled like a sparrow, soft, 
quick, and on a wing. Musical accompani- 
ment to Ernst Lubitsch’s stunning 1925 silent 
Lady Windermere’s Fan, by Montrealers Jean 
Derome (flute, sax) and Guillaume Dostaler 
(piano), matched the sonic black-and-white 
time machine Rava and Bollani had built. 
Cuban Chucho Valdes counterbalanced all 
of them combined on his side of lady jazz’s 
scales of justice. 

La Zona Rosa- and One World Theatre- 
goer from before the Bush embargo, Valdes 
began at Ellington, matured into Afro-Cuban 
soul possession and clave clampdown, and 
retired only after a third encore and attendant 
number of standing ovations. With Art Tatum’s 
speed of sound, Gershwin’s classical melting 
pot, and Mozart’s melodic genius, Valdes isn’t 
just jazz’s greatest living pianist. He’s one 
of planet Earth’s foremost instrumentalists, 
the Jimi Hendrix of the ivories, whose absorp- 
tion of all that’s come before him defies 
DNA disentanglement. In Chucho Valdes’ 
basketball center heights, jazz keeps expand- 
ing in a manner that another 2009 Montreal 
Jazz Festival force of nature, Texan Ornette 
Coleman, predicted through his rocket sci- 
ence. Both constitute a trip to the moon. 


EXPLOSIONS IN THE SKY 

Stubb’s, July 4 

“Count of three, say your favorite thing 
about America,” prompted Octopus Project’s 
Josh Lambert during the local electro-rockers’ 
knockout set. Explosions in the Sky! In 
Austin on the Fourth of July! The headliners 
acknowledged most acts’ reluctance to fol- 
low OctProj’s big-stage 
thrills, but not them, not 
this night, not on home 
turf. Wooden Birds, who 
opened the three-band 
bill with its “first show 
in Austin, more or less” 
according to another 
native resource, beloved 
frontman Andrew Kenny, 
kept “the midtempo hits 
pumping” in a winning 
display of veteran pop 
smarts. The American Analog Set inventor 
should be slowing with age, but Kenny’s gone 
from no-tempo to 1970s foot-tappers with 
characteristic charm. Explosions thanked 
them also. “It’s not only a day for the USA, 
but I like to think of it as Explosions Day,” 
offered one of Explosions’ guitarists, the 
quartet born on the Fourth of July, 1999, in 


the Texas state capital. “We’ve been a band 
10 years now, 10 years to the night.” A night 
any self-respecting local EITS fan wouldn’t 
have dreamed of being anywhere else. Rising 
from a familiar position, axmen Munaf Rayani 
and Mark Smith flanking bassist Michael 

James as they bowed to 
their guitar pedals, the 
hometown instrumental- 
ists dawned and set 85 
minutes later with the 
heartfelt belief of its 
decade-best third LP, 

The Earth Is Not a Cold 
Dead Place. In between, 
there were beach balls, 
tidal waves of sound, 
and a bright white light. 
Where other post-rockers 
rely on volume, Explosions in the Sky defines 
itself through voluminous emotion worn on 
the sleeves of its three string-benders and 
marches to the beat of drummer Chris Hrasky. 
Its clear bell tones and atomizing crescendos 
can’t be accounted for by Chuck Berry swear- 
ing that “Johnny B. Goode” could play the 
guitar just like ringing a you-know-what. And

it’s not explosions that make Explosions in 
the Sky. It’s the sea and oceanic in-between, 
brief bursts of distortion and strobe-light 
poltergeist flashes that make rock boys liter- 
ally quiver with ecstasy. Penultimate closer 


“Catastrophe and the Cure” moved moun- 
tains and psyches. “That was exhausting and 
exhilarating,” proclaimed a band spokesgui- 
tarist as goodnight. “See you for the rest of 
our lives.” ■ 
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Even though life- and health-insurance companies now routinely penalize 
smokers with higher premiums (or by refusing their business), the companies 
themselves own tobacco company stock worth at least $4.4 billion, according 
to a recent New England Journal of Medicine report.

He 
is also a regular at “high-foot-traffic” fetish 
parties, where dozens of stompers (especial- 
ly women in stilettos) can satisfy their own 
urges while gratifying Georgio. 

RECURRING THEMES 

Medical Marvel: Paul Gibbs, 26, hopes 
soon to have his left ear reattached after 
losing it in a barroom fight, but for now, the 
ear needs to be renourished to be strong 
enough to survive the surgery. Consequently, 
Gibbs has become the most recent person 
to have one organ surgically implanted else- 
where in his body while it absorbs nutrients.

IRONIES 

Evils of Renewable Energy: 1) Mass- 
achusetts Gov. Deval Patrick calls the 
Evergreen Solar panel-manufacturing plant 
in the town of Devens “the leading edge of 
our clean energy economy,” but neighbors 
continue to complain vociferously about 
the dizzying, 24-hour-a-day noise. According 
to a June Boston Herald story, farmers 
report that their horses are developing 
ulcers and that other animals are behaving 
strangely. 2) Four hundred goats have mys- 
teriously died since the installation of eight 
noisy, 24-hour-a-day wind turbines in the 
Penghu region in Taiwan, according to a 
Council of Agriculture official cited in a May 
Reuters report. 

Sexual Confusion: 1) Researchers from the 
University of British Columbia School of 
Nursing reported in December that lesbian 
and bisexual high school girls are seven times 
more likely to get pregnant than other girls. A 
leading hypothesis is that those girls may try 
to disguise their sexual identity by uninhibited 
heterosexual behavior. 2) Addressing a confer- 
ence in Hobart, Australia, in May, professor 
Julie Quinlivan, dean of the University of Notre 
Dame Australia’s medical school, said that for 
disadvantaged teenage girls, becoming preg- 
nant is a good thing, teaching a sense of 
responsibility that may otherwise not develop. 
Such teen mothers were more likely to stop 
smoking, stay in school, and find jobs. 


COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Steven Gilmore Jr., 21, was arrested in 
Gainesville, Fla., after an aborted conve- 
nience store robbery in which he shot a clerk 
with a BB gun. Police said Gilmore con- 
fessed to the crime, explaining that he is an 
aspiring rap singer and felt he needed to 
commit a violent crime to gain “street cred” 
as a thug. 

Marcella Rivera said the last she heard 
was that her soldier husband, William 
Rivera, would try to reconcile with her and 
their five children when he got back from 
Iraq, but then her mother saw a TV program 
on returning soldiers that showed William 
being married to another woman. Marcella 
pressed a bigamy charge in Independence, 
Mo., but prosecutors dropped it in May after 
William convinced them that “post-traumatic 
stress disorder” suffered in Iraq had made 
him forget that he was married. 

WHAT ABOUT MY RIGHTS? 

Chutzpah: In 2006, a jury in Tampa, Fla., 
convicted William Deparvine, 57, of murder- 
ing a husband and wife in order to steal their 
restored, vintage 1971 Chevy truck that they 
had offered to sell Deparvine. Judge and jury 
agreed on the death penalty, and thus began 
the inevitable delay until execution. With 
time on his hands, Deparvine filed a lawsuit 
in 2007 against the dead couple’s estate, 
insisting (in line with his failed trial defense) 
that the truck is now his, that the couple had 
signed over a bill of sale before they died. 
The couple’s family, having hoped to move 
on from the tragedy, is instead busy filing 
court papers. 

In June, lawyer Alfred Rava announced a 
$500,000 settlement of his lawsuit against 
the Oakland A’s baseball team for “discrimi- 
nating” illegally against men when it gave 
away 7,500 floppy hats to the first women 
through the turnstiles on a 2004 Mother’s Day 
breast-cancer-awareness promotion. Rava may 
get about half (“attorney’s fees”), and any 
man who swears he was among the first 
7,500 fans through the gates that day, and 
who wanted a hat, will get $50 cash plus 
other premiums.

Not Ready for Prime Time: 1) In April, 
police in Fayetteville, N.C., were seeking a 
pregnant woman who walked into a Carter 
Bank & Trust branch with a handgun and 
demanded cash. As a clerk was taking 
money out to give to her, she received a call 
on her cell phone, and the conversation 
became so intense that she ignored the 
money and walked out of the bank empty- 
handed, still talking. 2) Alfonso Rizzuto, 47, 
who was on the run from forgery charges in 
Scranton, Pa., was arrested in nearby 
Kingston when he wandered into a post 
office and an employee noticed that Rizzuto 
bore a great resemblance to the photo on 
the wanted poster of “Alfonso Rizzuto” 
tacked to the wall.

The bat colony of Waugh Drive bridge in Houston fills the eve- 
ning sky with hairline streaks that zip, zig, and zag until they dis- 
appear in the dark. The bats have found a roost in the joints of 

the bridge and plenty 
of insects to eat in the 
urban environment. 

Of the 1,100 spe- 
cies of bats in the 
world, 33 varieties live 
in Texas at least part 
of the year. The vam- 
pire bat, native to Latin 
America, does not 
reside in Texas. Bats 
are not blind and won’t 
bite without provoca- 
tion. The creatures can 
carry rabies, so you 
should never handle 
any bat or wild animal. 

There are 11 differ- 
ent species of bats in 
the Houston area, but 
the majority of the 
bats at the Waugh 
Drive bridge are 

Mexican free-tails - the same species of voracious insect-eaters that emerge from Austin’s 
Congress Avenue bridge. 

Unlike most bat colonies in Texas, the Houston bats reside along Buffalo Bayou year-round. 
Estimates put the number of bats in the colony between 250,000 and 350,000 compared to 
about 1.5 million under Austin’s much larger bridge. 

There are several ways to see the bats emerge from underneath the Houston bridge, but one 
of the most interesting is the boat tour sponsored by the local conservation group Buffalo Bayou 
Partnership. The pontoon boat travels about a mile upstream to Waugh Drive. Only a few blocks 
from the canyons of downtown, the bayou seems a world away from the city. Birds dart in and 
out of the vegetation lining the bank as the boat makes its way up the winding channel. A big 
hawk, maybe waiting for the bats to emerge too, ignored us as we passed his perch. 

The guides give a short talk about the bats, but mostly the group of 20 on the boat just 
watched the emergence in awe. From under the bridge, the bat colony swirled above our heads 
like a column of smoke. The streetlights illuminated rivers of black streaks across the dark-blue 
sky. For more than an hour, beginning around sunset, the winged mammals poured out from 
under the bridge. 

You can also watch the emergence from the bridge or the viewing platform at the southeast 
corner of the bridge. Texas Parks & Wildlife staff and volunteers present a program on the 
bats at the viewing platform about 20 minutes before sunset on the first and third Fridays 
and Saturdays of the month during the summer. For more information, contact Diana Foss at

The pontoon boat known as the Osprey sets sail on the 90-minute bat tours usually on the 
second Saturday of the month, June through October. The Buffalo Bayou Partnership also offers 
other boat tours, kayak tours, and additional programs on the waterway.

“Honestly? It’s not that hard,” fullback Jennifer 
Beaumont is telling me. 

I don’t for a millisecond believe her. After all, 
Beaumont is laid up on the sideline, in a wheelchair, 
after surgery on her right knee. 



What Beaumont means 
is that making the Austin 
Outlaws women’s foot- 
ball team is not that 
difficult. Women show up 
who know nothing about 
the game. They think 
it’ll be a hoot, putting on 
shoulder pads, smearing 
black eye paint across 
their cheekbones, taking 
some jaunty nickname. 

And in a week or two, 
they’re gone. The hard 
part is sticking with it. 

“By the end of the 
first week of practice, we 
lose at least 15 players,” 

Beaumont says. “They 
think it’s going to be rec 
softball or something. 

They don’t realize the 
commitment it takes. The 
players that make it are 
the players with heart.” 

Pat “Big Baby” 

Kincheon, for instance. At 
23, she’s a rookie, one of 
the youngest on the team, 
playing right guard and defensive 
tackle. She’d been dying to play for 
years, ever since her mother said 
she couldn’t. “She said football 
was a boy’s sport. I thought she 
was crazy. I thought women could 
do anything men could - as long as 
they have the heart.” 

That’s what changed my think- 
ing on women’s football. I came to 
the Outlaws’ last home game at 
Westlake High’s Chaparral Stadium 
in a derisive mood. Most women’s 
sports I love. I have a little sister 
who used to regularly kick 
my ass. I’m fairly in awe of 
the Williams sisters in 
tennis, of Lorena Ochoa 
in golf, of UT’s Destinee 
Hooker in volleyball 
and the high jump. But, 

I thought, there are just 
some sports women aren’t built 
to play, just as men aren’t meant to 
be synchronized swimmers or per- 
form on the uneven bars in gymnas- 
tics, and football was one of them. 


Sexist? I guess. 

In truth, the kickoff (which went 
all of 10 yards) and the first few 
attempts at the forward pass (real- 
ly, more of shot put) only confirmed 
my prejudices. The women’s game 
is decidedly not artful or elegant. 

It’s what I imagine the men’s game 
looked like in the 1870s - a ver- 
sion of rugby, basically. 

But the more I watched of the 
Outlaws’ 29-7 win over the Houston 
Cyclones (7-1), which sends them 
to Florida this Saturday for a first- 
round playoff game against the 
undefeated Jacksonville Dixie 
Blues, the more I envied 
their passion. There was in 
every single one of these 
women’s faces pride and 
dignity. I suspect that most 
of them brought those 
qualities to the game. But 
I also have no doubt that the 
rigors of the game deepened and 
intensified those feelings. 

What I’m saying is: I stand 
corrected.

Both Austin Aztex squads have key home games this weekend: The First 
Division team hosts the Portland Timbers Saturday night, sorely needing a 
win to get back into the playoff chase; a split on the road last weekend (1-0 
over Cleveland for their first road win of the year, followed by a sluggish 4-1 
loss at Rochester) left them two points out of seventh place. Saturday is 
Hispanic Heritage Night, and the Aztex are offering a special promotion: four 
tickets, plus four tacos and four drinks, all for just $40. Saturday, July 11, 
7:30pm at Nelson Field, 7400 Berkman, just north of Highway 290. 

Meanwhile, a 4-0 loss to Laredo Friday in San Marcos (“our worst perfor- 
mance of the year,” said coach Wolfgang Suhnholz) left the Aztex U-23s 
tied for second in the PDL Mid South, with three games to go, and the top 
three making the playoffs. The Azteclets host the last-place Houston 
Leones this Friday, July 10, 7:30pm at Dragon Stadium in Round Rock. 

A brief look ahead: Tickets are still available for the Copa Aztex game 
between Mexico’s Cruz Azul and Tigres - 7pm Saturday, July 18 at UTs 
Mike A. Myers Stadium.

Lastly, I just have to weigh in on Ken Herman’s aggressively dumb anti- 
soccer rant on Tuesday’s Statesman editorial page: “Paging Joe McCarthy” 
to counter Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid’s support for the U.S. bid 
for the 2018 or 2022 World Cup. Herman seems determined to prove he 
can show off his ignorance on the editorial page (proudly disavowing any 
“actual knowledge of the game”), as he did for so long on the legislative 
beat, before following good pal G.W. Bush up to the Washington bureau. 

In touting “real football” (aka throwball) and dismissing soccer as “basi- 
cally a bunch of happy kids running around happily kicking each other,” and 
of little interest unless “[mjaybe if you are under nine,” Herman shows 
he’s as out of touch culturally as he is politically. In the latest figures on 
national sports participation from the National Sporting Goods Association, 
American football ranks 26th out of 41 sports, and dropping; since those 
figures came out, it’s been passed up by canoeing and mountain biking 
and now ranks just ahead of scooter riding in popularity. The only sports 
losing participants faster are powerboating, roller skating, paintball, airgun 
shooting, Nordic skiing, and muzzle loading (?!). Among team sports, 
throwball ranks next-to-last, ahead of only hockey; soccer ranks second, 
behind basketball, and is the only sport with double-digit growth. 

Among adults, of course, the discrepancy is far greater. Austin has two 
adult flag football leagues, with some 80 teams. Soccer has, literally, too 
many to count - men, women, co-ed, indoor, outdoor, over-50 - I ran out of 
time somewhere above 400 teams. And that’s not counting the multiple 
organized and less-so Hispanic leagues, which largely defy any Internet 
search. Overall, it’s safe to say that 10 times as many Austin adults play 
“real football” as play throwball. Your turn, Ken. 
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My cat Behemoth is currently up to no good. Like his name- 
sake from Mikhail Bulgakov’s novel The Master and Margarita, 
he is a malcontent, an unpredictable troublemaker. And while 


not every Bulgakov character is a walking, 
talking, devil-spawn feline, his side charac- 
ters share a similar wildness, excess sprung 
forth from caricature, an iron-fist certainty of 
their absurd views. 

In A Dead Man's Memoir (A Theatrical 
Novel), Bulgakov cast his satirical eye toward 
the famous Moscow Art Theatre. Tutto 
Theatre stages Keith Reddin’s dramatic adap- 
tation, christened Black Snow, in a two-hour 
whirlwind that follows beleaguered Sergei 
Maxudov from the inexplicable publication of 
his novel to its doomed theatrical adaptation. 

Maxudov, an earnest novice in the 
Moscow arts world, is shuttled from office 
to office, cajoled by jealous comrades, and 
altogether overwhelmed by the profusion of 
weird, wild ones that accost him in his jour- 
ney. Gabriel Luna does an excellent job of 
giving a likable, honest face to Maxudov, but 
ultimately his character is the straight man 
to the world so bitingly satirized by Bulgakov. 

Black Snow works at breakneck speed to 
fit as much of its literary forebear onstage 
as possible, and there’s nothing static about 
this production. The set and actors swing 
across the stage as quickly as the plot trun- 
dles forward and faster than Maxudov can 
handle. But even with the vast catalog of 
absurd side characters and quick tempo, the 
energetic ensemble still does a marvelous 
job of being precise with its movements. 

Ensemble work is a particular strength of 
Dustin Wills’ direction. The thing I’ve come 
to appreciate most about Wills’ directorial 
style is his demand to be extraordinary. 
There are so many things that could be ordi- 


nary in Black Snow : the way a bed is brought 
onstage or a letter is delivered under a door 
or an assistant gives two lines of dialogue 
to his boss. Wills strives to make as many 
of these little things magical as possible, 
and those little things stay with me. Wills is 
well suited to Bulgakov because both make 
every character and detail count. 

The world of Black Snow here also owes 
a lot to Lisa Laratta’s beautiful set. A mini 
mountain that could be a part of Austin’s 
own Cathedral of Junk swells over stage left, 
the back wall has been painted a compelling 
mixture of green and black, and an inescap- 
able feel of vintage, of decaying decadence, 
permeates the show’s design. 

I remember having a distinct feeling of 
loss and injustice when I realized that suc- 
cess and talent did not have a direct rela- 
tionship, and Bulgakov exploits the notion 
of how the wrong people in the right places 
can ruin, well, art itself. It’s unclear whether 
anyone likes Maxudov’s novel. It’s unclear 
whether anyone has even read Maxudov’s 
novel. Special mention must go out to 
Smaranda Ciceu for her hysterical portrayal 
of bumbling arts director Ivan Vasilievich, 
who is revered as an artistic genius but can 
hardly distinguish the difference between 
emotions and bicycles. 

Black Snow is tightly executed and full 
of energy, magic, and laughs. Tutto and 
Bulgakov are a wonderful marriage of zany 
energy and deep meaning, and I can only 
hope the company goes on to tackle his 
epic The Master and Margarita. I have just 
the cat in mind. - Avimaan Syam

OF POPULAR CULTURE 
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When an artist dies young, everything about her life is then 
viewed through that tragic filter. Every statement made or action 
taken acquires a foreshadowing resonance, as though the artist 
knew she wasn’t long meant for this world. But Love, Janis tries 
to celebrate the life of Janis Joplin. 


As in the liveliness of Janis Joplin. Her sis- 
ter wrote the book of the same name, which 
was adapted for the stage by Randal Myler, 
director of Zach Theatre’s current production. 
Laura Joplin, in an interview with the Denver 
Post, said of Janis’ letters: “They’re really 
fresh and spontaneous, not sifted through 
the gray curtain of her death. ... When you 
read her letters, she’s alive and she’s fun.” 

She’s alive, and she’s fun, and she’s inse- 
cure. The letters are riddled with common 
human attributes: doubt, fear, the search for 
love and affection, the seeking of approval, 
not to mention the constant apologizing. The 
woman who wrote home was not an icon; she 
was a daughter and a sister. Love , Janis splits 
that woman into two parts: a speaking Janis 
and a singing Janis. The effect is like attending 
a concert with a story, and in Zach’s production, 
the story is engaging, and the concert rocks. 

Several things combine to make this a suc- 
cessful evening of entertainment. First and 
foremost is the jaw-dropping performance by 
Mary Bridget Davies (who alternates with Andra 
Mitrovich in the role of singing Janis). The 
role and the performer are perfectly matched, 
always an incredible thing to behold, and 
Davies gives tremendous energy and heart to 
the songs. The speaking duties - the dramati- 
zation of the letters home and some interview 
excerpts - are taken on by Sydney Andrews. 
Though she has a tendency to overwork the 
heartstrings, Andrews manages to bring an 
emotional narrative to this rock concert, and 
her arc, from hopeful artist to frustrated icon, 
is strong. An amazing set of musicians forti- 
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fies the evening, along with groovy lighting and 
projections courtesy of Jeffrey Cady. The letters 
home provide an amusing perspective on the 
culture of the Sixties. By the end of the eve- 
ning, the speaking Janis and the singing Janis 
grow closer, as if, had Janis Joplin lived long 
enough, she might have united her conflicting 
facets. Janis died at age 27 of a drug over- 
dose. A month earlier, Jimi Hendrix overdosed 
at 27. The saddest thing about these sudden 
endings, apart from the human loss, is the 
loss of the artists that would have been. The 
loss of the art they would have made as they 
grew older, wiser, freer. 

As good as theatre gets, it rarely throws 
people out of their seats, hooting and holler- 
ing and stamping and bobbing and clapping. 
Love , Janis achieves this level of enthusiasm. 
Thanks to the magic of theatre and the power 
of a story - no matter how thin that story 
might be - this night becomes more than a 
damn fine Janis Joplin impersonation. For 
a couple of hours, Davies and Andrews are 
Janis Joplin. Love, Janis successfully unites 
its two versions of Janis - the Janis whose 
performances were remarkable and the Janis 
whose struggles were common. The show is 
both a tribute to Janis Joplin and a demon- 
stration of the impact she had on the world. 
Davies couldn’t turn in this killer performance 
of a killer female singer if it weren’t for the 
real Janis and the way her talent changed 
the music industry. Through the memories 
of those who loved her and through the pur- 
suits of those who were inspired by her, Janis 
Joplin lives. - Hannah Kenah

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'Big Chief, You da Prettiest!'

I remember when Darryl Montana came to Bastrop. Son of 
famous Mardi Gras Indian Big Chief Tootie Montana and famous 
big chief in his own right, Montana the younger spoke of how, 


after Hurricane Katrina, American Indians 
searched for their precious handmade suits 
amidst the devastation - suits that took a 
year to sew, sew, sew, so many feathers, 
beads ... so much history. Once pulled from 
the muck, the suits were nailed to the fronts 
of houses. I remember reading about this in 
Chris Rose’s jarring, hypnotic Katrina memoir, 

1 Dead in Attic: After Katrina. Rose described 
the ghostly sight of these evidences of 
survival. I remember the jolt I felt when I 
recognized Tootie Montana, though I had 
never seen Tootie Montana nor any picture or 
likeness. Still, I recognized his face flocked 
in a halo of yellow feathers and weathered 
features on a massive mural along Claiborne 
Avenue in New Orleans. I remember the 
next day sobbing, watching the documentary 
in the Mardi Gras museum, when Darryl’s 
face appeared testifying to the history of 
the suits, as he had in Bastrop. Pieces put 
together, like so many yellow feathers. The 
feathers of his father. Of his tribe. 

Memories have a way of penetrating and 
running deep. Deep enough to know how 
weird it felt to see the Mardi Gras Indians 
room at the New Orleans Museum of Art - 
looming, larger-than-life mannequins, freak- 
ish and harrowing, in an air of Smithsonian. 
Positively ethnographic! Like an exhibit on 
the history of man or some great white 
hunter’s trophy case. What the fuck, living 
history? Not to be disrespectful: NOMA’s 
was a gorgeous and powerful exhibit, but the 
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context was confounding and impersonal. 

Austin photographer Gene Vandiver and 
videographer Donna Pardue each have ties 
to the Big Easy and spent time there after 
the storm. Pardue got to know Jermaine 
Cooper, flag boy for New Orleans gang 
Trouble Nation. Cooper shared his history 
with Pardue as she filmed his path gathering 
his own tribe, taking the name of his grand- 
mother (Bossier), and emerging as big chief 
of the 7th Ward Creole Hunters. The film 
shows in a loop along the Butridge Gallery’s 
east wall. Vandiver, who worked construc- 
tion post-K, documented American Indian 
neighborhood parades against backdrops of 
highway bridges, gas stations, and shotguns 
draped in Mardi Gras beads. His photos 
ribbon the gallery, providing their own rain- 
bow history. The show is subtle, hardly as 
flamboyant as its subject. But it stands as 
quiet tribute. Together, Vandiver and Pardue 
have put together a new chapter, a nod to 
the past and a testimonial to the future, to 
the longevity and the cultural relevance of 
this continuing tradition - an exploration of 
the roles of flag boy, spy boy, big chief, etc., 
and further, how these gangs maintain com- 
munity continuity in troubling times. 

“He’s the Prettiest” was the title of the 
New Orleans Museum of Art exhibit and 
tribute to Tootie Montana. “Big Chief, You Da 
Prettiest!” takes its place in the lineage of 
today’s post-K tribes honoring ancestral ties 
and memories. - Kate X Messer

The hybridization of arthouse and action doesn’t happen all 
that often, but it should, if mashing the two genres makes for 
film as riveting and rattling as The Hurt Locker, which had its 
U.S. premiere at this year’s South by Southwest Film Festival. 


Bigelow continues her fascination with 
hazardous occupations - after cops and 
robbers in Blue Steel and Point Break, sub- 
marine runners in K-19: The Widowmaker - 
with this story of an elite bomb-dismantling 
squad winding down a tour of duty in Iraq 
(and inspired by screenwriter and journalist 
Mark Boal’s embed with a similar squad). 
“Story” is perhaps misleading, as The Hurt 
Locker, very little interested in character 
backstory or conventional plot, charts a 
series of missions, some more success- 
ful than others, with only the occasional 
interlude of drunken roughhousing. There’s 
a sameness to the action (if not the particu- 
lars or the consequences of) that perfectly 
mimics what awaits the explosive ordnance 
disposal squad every time the three-man 
team pulls up to a job in their Humvee: 
every day another bomb, or 10, to disman- 
tle, and every day another chance to get 
blown into a million itty bits. The three-per- 
son squad is comprised of the team leader, 
Staff Sgt. William James (Renner), thrill- 
seeking and damaged in an unarticulated 
way; Sgt. JT Sanborn (Mackie), the sensible, 
upright one who simply wants to ride out 
this tour in one piece; and Specialist Owen 
Eldridge (Geraghty), just a kid, really, who 
is starting to crack under the strain of the 
ceaseless violence and the seeming ran- 
domness of who lives and who dies. With a 
minimum of expository dialogue at their dis- 
posal, all three actors create fully fleshed 
characters, but it’s Renner who emerges as 
the film’s focal point. Most recently seen 
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on the now-canceled ABC police procedural 
The Unusuals, Renner has had a strong buzz 
building ever since his Indie Spirit Award- 
nominated performance in 2002’s Dahmer. 
Around the same time, he was one of the 
featured struggling actors on Bravo’s pio- 
neering reality show The It Factor, and that 
title hits the nail on the head: Whatever “it” 
is, Renner’s got it. In The Hurt Locker, he 
inspires sympathy, admiration, and aggrava- 
tion in equal turns as the adrenaline junkie 
staff sergeant whose reckless methods 
seem almost cowboy cool - that is, until 
you realize his death wish has a real dan- 
ger of catching others in its crosshairs. 

We never know precisely the root of that 
recklessness or the psychology behind his 
ever-circling back toward danger, and we 
don’t need to know. Bigelow and Boal take 
the same restrained approach to the film at 
large. There’s no moralizing here, no mono- 
loguing about why we fight: The Hurt Locker 
mostly restricts its focus to dramatizing 
the dirty work of bomb-dismantling in a war 
zone, and that it does brilliantly. (An opening 
sequence, which tracks in slow motion and 
from macro to micro the seismic aftershock 
of a detonated explosive, is awful and thrill- 
ing all at once.) The tension is enough to 
make you slightly sick, and the overall mood 
of the thing is deeply dispiriting, but then, 
nobody ever said that war isn’t hell. (See 
“Every Step They Take ” March 13, for an 
interview with the director.) - Kimberley Jones

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BRUNO D: Larry Charles; with Sacha Baron 

Cohen, Gustaf Hammarsten. (R, 82 min.) 

Sacha Baron Cohen’s third feature - 
following 2002’s mostly overlooked AH G 
Indahouse and 2006’s hugely successful 
Borat - is a lot like its rampantly gay, 
Viennese protagonist: The film may have 
only the best of intentions, but it tries 
way too hard and ends up being shallow, 
superficial, and only sporadically funny. 

It’s certainly a far cry from the cultural 
beat-down of Borat, which in hindsight 
proves to be a surprisingly good-natured 
and even sweet mockumentary/provoca- 
tion when compared to the downright 
mean-spiritedness of this new(-ish) Cohen 
incarnation. It says something about the 
somewhat situationist, vaguely absurd- 
ist philosophy of the comic, as well as 
that of helmer Charles, that Bruno was 
rumored to have undergone some adjust- 
ments in hopes of placating defensive 
gay groups that felt the initial cut of the 
film might allow the movie’s stridently 
nonjudgmental (toward gays but virtually 
no one else) tack to get lost in a theatre 
full of Yankee Doodle white trashers. 

They have a point, though. Cohen’s Bruno 
is less specific and less interesting - 
and therefore less funny - than the dim 
Kazakhstani reporter of his previous film, 
and Bruno feels far less like a skewering 
of puritanical American homophobia than 
it does an excuse to string together a 
series of jury-rigged sketches and encoun- 
ters with the likes of Ron Paul (who exits 
in a queer-phobic huff after Bruno comes 
on to him in a hotel room) that probably 
wouldn’t have passed muster on Da Ali 
G Show. While it’s certainly possible that 
a theatre full of Southern-fried rednecks 
might not get the joke, or care to, the 
converse is so ill-tempered here that 
you almost feel bad for all the cultural 
flotsam and jetsam on parade here. That 
includes the group of De//'verance-esque 
bunny hunters who accept Bruno into 
their midst (why?) and the Dallas-area 
talk-show crowd that recoils at the sight 
of Bruno’s newest fashion accessory: an 
African baby he “swapped” for an iPod on 
his way to the U.S. Other problems are 
purely aesthetic - Cohen lets his Austrian 
accent slip several times into his native 
Cambridge - and the film suffers mightily 
from a slapdash style that simply doesn’t 
feel intentional. Whether this is the result 
of the alleged reshoots or just part of the 
Ali G ethic of keepin’ it real is anyone’s 
guess, but Bruno never comes close to 
the inspired comic/cultural lunacy of 
Borat or even the dunderhead fearless- 
ness of Ali G. -Marc Savlov

THE GIRL FROM MONACO 

D: Anne Fontaine; with Fabrice Luchini, Roschdy Zem, 
Louise Bourgoin, Stephane Audran, Gilles Cohen, Alexandre 
Steiger.

It’s impossible to say with any assurance 
whether The Girl From Monaco is incredibly 
subtle or simply confused about what it 
wants to be. Equal parts French sex farce, 
Mai-Decembre romance, middle-aged white 
male fantasy, and wannabe Hitchcockian 
intrigue, Fontaine’s film can be a chore to 
sit through, but not for any of the obvious 
reasons. It just takes its own gorgeous time 
unfolding in front of the sun-spattered scen- 
ery of the title’s tiny principality, and while 
the views are often breathtaking, they’re 
not enough to make the film anything more 
than the cinematic hors d’oeuvre that it is. 
By the time the third act’s 180-degree plot 
bomb finally blows up in everybody’s face, 
you feel as though you’ve been watching 
a schizophrenic travelogue directed not by 
Hitch but by Seventies-era De Palma (and 
a lesser one at that). Parisian Bertrand 
Beauvois (Luchini) arrives in Monaco as the 
defense attorney for the aged Edith Lassalle 
(Audran), who has been accused of killing 
her far younger lover. Assigned a bodyguard 
in the granite-faced and emotionally opaque 
person of Christophe (Zem), Bertrand 
quickly finds himself the object of desire of 
local weather personality Audrey (Bourgoin), 
a sexy twentysomething who apparently 
knows a good career stepladder when she 
sees one. She also knows (in the bibli- 
cal sense) Christophe and, by implication, 
much of the male population of Monaco. 
The steam percolating between Bertrand 
and Audrey (and Christophe as well; this 
is, after all, a tres moderne French kiss) is 
meant to be heady and erotic - revelatory, 
even - but it subsides nearly as quickly as 
it arrives, leaving you wanting something 
more than the simple and obvious tenets 
of the long-ago cliched bedroom comedy. 
Fontaine gives it to you, too, but it’s too 
little too late, and like its protagonist, you 
end up with plenty to think about, puzzle 
over, and forget. - Marc Savlov

ICE AGE: DAWN OF THE 
DINOSAURS D: Carlos Saldanha; with 
the voices of Ray Romano, John Leguizamo, Denis Leary, 
Queen Latifah, Simon Pegg, Seann William Scott, Josh 
Peck, Chris Wedge.

3-D has finally found a home to call its 
own. Animated fare such as this third out- 
ing in the prehistoric, non-nuclear-family 
franchise and Disney/Pixar’s recent mas- 
terpiece Up both use the stereoscopic fad 
to good effect but go about implementing it 
in different ways. Whereas Up was careful 
never to let the glasses do too much more 
than enhance action that the mind’s eye 
would already be focusing on (thanks to a 
pitch-perfect script and some very nuanced 
storytelling), Ice Age: Dawn of the Dinosaurs 
aims in a more spectacular direction: offer- 
ing vertiginously dizzying flights with ptero- 
dactyls and toothy battles with the saurians 
of the title. Granted, this particular Ice Age 
seems to have pretty much thrown in the 
towel when it comes to Darwinian prehis- 
torical accuracy, which, given the first two 
films’ sly subtexualizing on global warming 
and the like, feels a bit like WALL-E sud- 
denly discovering a community of perfectly 
healthy human beings living beneath the 
late, great planet Earth. Animation is 
nothing if not predictably unpredictable. 
Returning from the series’ last installment, 
Ice Age: The Meltdown, are young woolly 
mammoths-in-love Manny (Romano) and 
Ellie (Latifah) and their extended, multispe- 
cies herd: insecure sloth Sid (Leguizamo), 
saber-toothed tiger Diego (Leary), and 
possums Eddie, (Peck) and Crash (Scott). 
Ellie, as it turns out, is expecting a bawl- 
ing bundle of tusks and fur any day, which 
means less time for a nerve-racked Manny 
to come to the emotional rescue of Sid, 
who promptly decides he wants offspring 
(slothspring?) of his own. Toward that end, 
he gathers a trio of oversized eggs from 
an underground nesting spot, only to be 
taken below the ice by their understandably 
annoyed mother - a T. rex, natch - thus 
necessitating a rescue party headed up 
by Manny and newcomer Buck, a Melville- 
spouting mad weasel with an Ahab complex 
and the voice of Pegg. (Also, frankly, the 
most inspired piece of sustained comedy 
in the film.) Ice Age: Dawn of the Dinosaurs 
doesn’t have a lot more to say than it did 
last time about the necessity of accepting 
the nontraditional family in extraordinary 
times, but what it does have going for it 
are its well-delineated characters - the 
acorn-loving, saber-toothed squirrel Scrat 
(Wedge) returns for some more Looney 
Tunes-y nuttiness - and a relatively sharp 
sense of the absurdities of the close-knit 
clan. That, and a love for dinosaurs, goes a 
long way. - Marc Savlov

Any cinematic space odyssey of the past 
40 years surely owes a debt to Kubrick’s 
2001: A Space Odyssey, Moon's most obvi- 
ous debt is the strategic use of a computer 
that has a cozy name (Gerty to 200Ts 
HAL) and maybe homicidal tendencies. But 
where 2001, so maddening and inscruta- 
ble, wanted to blow your mind (R.I.P, 1968), 
Moon wants to explore the less exotic ter- 
rain - cosmically speaking, at least - of 
inner space. At the tail end of a three-year 
contract manning a moon-based drilling 
station alone, Sam Bell (Rockwell) has 
grown a little twitchy from all the isolation. 
The live feed was knocked out some time 
ago and never repaired, so he subsists on 
pretaped messages from his Earth-bound 
wife and toddler daughter. In the void, Sam 
has developed an easygoing rapport with 
Gerty, a motorized CPU that trails him like 
a worried mother. (Gerty pushes Sam to 
eat something; Sam replies, “My tummy’s 
a little tender but thank you.”) Gerty’s 
“moods” are expressed by a yellow smiley 
face, with skepticism or concern tendered 
in a shift of the eyebrows, a squiggle of 
the mouth line; it’s a marvel of low-tech 
ingenuity that, in concert with the soothing 
voice work of Spacey, produces an actual 
character for Rockwell to play off of. Not 
that Rockwell would need it ... and here’s 
right about where you’re going to want to 
stop reading if you haven’t seen Moon

yet. (Massive spoiler alert ahead.) Not only 
does Rockwell convince us of a connection 
with a machine crafted largely in post, he 
does that neat feat one better by creating 
multiple, indelible versions of, and relation- 
ships among, the same man. Turns out the 
Sam Bell we’ve grown to care for - ragged- 
edged, but thoughtful and patient - isn’t the 
first Sam Bell, nor is he the last. Corporate 
boss Lunar Industries made a whole host of 
Sam clones, winding a model down when the 
three-year contract expires and then firing 
up a new Sam to start all over again. (How’s 
that for a Sisyphean kick in the teeth?) A 
Gerty error results in two Sam Bells at once, 
and new Sam - quick to anger and Tom 
Cruise-cool in aviator shades and flight suit 
- is a startling throwback for original Sam: 
a corporeal reminder of the man he used to 
be, one he went all the way to the moon to 
improve upon. Nathan Parker’s script (from 
Duncan’s original story idea) doesn’t belabor 
the point, but there’s something rather thrill- 
ing in the idea that new Sam’s maturation 
and mellowing - which would have presum- 
ably progressed in the same three-year tra- 
jectory as original Sam’s - have been irrevo- 
cably altered by their meeting. In fact, Moon 
doesn’t belabor anything, really, so confident- 
ly measured and philosophically nuanced it 
all plays out (aided by a striking, under-the- 
skin original score by Clint Mansell). If Jones 
felt any first-film jitters, they are nowhere to 
be seen in his debut film, the technical profi- 
ciencies of which belie the relatively low bud- 
get. Cheeky asides leaven what is essentially 
an existential bummer, as in Sam’s morning 
wake-up music (cheeseball Eighties rocker “I 
Am the One and Only”) and a title sequence 
that riffs on Saul Bass’ terrific, slanting 
script opener for North by Northwest (a far 
different kind of identity twister). But in the 
cold, black bleakness of space, where Moon 
really soars is in the connections - unholy, 
maybe, but heartfelt - between man and 
machine and between man and his better 
angels. (See “ Sitting in a Tin Can , Where Hell 
Is Still Other People ” p.42, for an interview 
with the director.)

The Da Vinci Code’s symbologist, Robert 
Langdon (Hanks), returns in Angels & Demons, 
another Roman Catholic Church conspiracy 
piece from bestseller Dan Brown, as do many 
of the same calling cards of the first: oogly 
boogly men in vestments, foreign-speaking 
lady sidekicks, and elaborate puzzles teased 
in dead languages. The bulk of Angels & 
Demons takes place in chase mode. A couple 
of sequences stand out as suspenseful and 
smartly rendered, but something’s surely 
amiss, especially in a production of this scale, 
with this kind of talent at the helm, when 
these are exceptional instances and not the 
norm. Screenwriters David Koepp and Akiva 
Goldsman don’t require, or even particularly 
encourage, the audience to use its own gray 
cells in unraveling the plot (which mostly 
consists of Hanks pointing at an ancient 
text or crumbling cathedral and muttering 
something explanatory), so the only thrill here 
comes from the adrenaline kick of the chase.

Only very rarely do romantic comedies reinvent 
the wheel, which is why whole decades passed 
between Annie Hall, When Harry Met Sally, and 
Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind. At best, 
when we queue up for the latest studio romantic 
comedy, we can hope for a curveball or two (hence 
the comic-relief bit player, sassy grandparent, and 
embarrassingly public avowal of love, all featured 
in The Proposal). When you strip all that away, what 
you’re left with is two deeply charismatic lead per- 
formers. Bullock plays the Canadian-born Margaret 
Tate, an all-work and no-play literary editor who, when 
threatened with deportation, bullies her long-suffering 
assistant Andrew (Reynolds) into a marriage of con- 
venience. Fletcher demonstrates with The Proposal 
that she can put together a funny, able romantic 
comedy that is a cut above, but no more. Still, those 
leads are awfully likable, and if The Proposal doesn’t 
reinvent the wheel, merrily we roll along nonetheless.

Soon Purvis 
tightens his focus to public enemy No. 1, John 
Dillinger (Depp). The title’s pluralization aside, this 
is Dillinger’s show and Depp’s, and the actor is 
rock-solid in capturing the famed bank robber’s 
charisma and confidence. Mann (Heat) tweaks the 
color in Public Enemies to stunning effect (as with a 
diseased-looking, late-afternoon yellow at a Miami 
horse track), and not just to stylistically wank off: 

The off-shade of sunlight pinpoints the emotional 
key of the scene, in which Dillinger tries to assure 
his girlfriend he’s going to live forever. It’s a cru- 
cial moment, but Depp doesn’t quite sell it. Which 
is a shame, because he has a marvelous foil in 
Cotillard. You can’t tear your eyes off her, any more 
than you can Mann’s flawed yet engrossing picture.

THE TAKING OF PELHAM 1 2 3

Loud, abrasive, and featuring performances seem- 
ingly calibrated to be heard over the cacophonous 
roar of Travolta’s mad, bad overacting, this remake 
of Joseph Sargent’s 1974 crime movie is unneces- 
sary and ill-advised. The original, in which a group 
of ex-cons stage an elaborate cash-based caper in 
the subway tunnels beneath Manhattan, is economi- 
cal in its direction, thrilling in its use of the casual 
urban violence, and almost indescribably entertain- 
ing. Scott’s update is none of these things. It is 
edited with a disastrously distracting eye toward 
irritating and overwhelming stylistic flourishes (the 
film seems to have been chopped and cut by some- 
one on an Adderall binge), and Scott fails to locate 
the pulse of a city once more on the brink of eco- 
nomic ruin. There’s precious little that’s memorable 
or even exciting about this new, annoying Pelham, 
which goes off the rails early on and never recovers.

His new 
Transformers movie, whose extraterrestrials are 
based on the Hasbro toys that can morph from 
cars and other metal objects into awesome fighting 
machines, aims for impact over sense, clobbering 
viewers with its sensory overload and bludgeoning 
us into weary submission. The film is a clanging, 
full-metal racket from start to finish, with only the 
rare narrative pause devoted to exclusively human 
interactions. But, honestly, that’s not what we and 
gazillions of non-English-speaking viewers around 
the globe want from this franchise. It’s the action. 

On that score, this film is a poster child for the idea 
that more does not always equal more.

MY NEIGHBOR WASTES WATER, 
AND IT'S DRIVING ME CRAZY 

My neighbor runs her sprinkler daily for hours 
during the middle of the day. I’ve told her to fol- 
low the city’s watering regulations, but she hasn’t 
listened. It drives me crazy that she wastes all that 
water. How can I report her? What kind of trouble 
can she get in? 

You are right that in order to help conserve 
treated drinking water, the city of Austin has 
adopted a water use management ordinance 
(Chapter 6-4 of city code). Check out last week’s 
“Common Law” column for more detailed infor- 
mation on the city’s water use regulations and 
related information and exceptions. 

Violations of the city watering schedule are 
class C misdemeanors, with each instance pun- 
ishable by a fine of up to $500. While the ordi- 
nance is enforced, the city typically does not issue 
fines for first violations. According to the city, its 
primary goal is to work with customers to obtain 
compliance, not to issue fines. The city wants first 
to educate people about the proper way to water 
their landscapes and assist them in complying 
with the ordinance. The idea is that this allows 
violators who are often not even aware of the 
problem to make corrections immediately. 

If you want to report your neighbor, you 
have several options, including the follow- 
ing: Call nonemergency 311, call the city of 
Austin’s Water Conservation department (974- 
2199), or use the City’s online reporting form 
(www.cityofaustin.org/watercon/water_leaks.cfm). 
Provide the city with as much information 
as you can (address, time, date, location, 
and specifics on alleged type of violation). 
In your case, you may want to let the city 
know that your neighbor is aware of the water 
use regulations but has simply chosen not to 
follow them.

BONEHEAD MISTAKE 
PROBABLY DID NO DAMAGE 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

Last week, I was cleaning the interior of 
my ’04 Ford Escape. To reach a part of the 
console between the two front seats, I had to 
raise the emergency-brake lever. Stupidly, I 
forgot that I had done so and drove the car 
about five miles. How much damage did I 
do to my brake linings? I must not have had 
the emergency brake fully engaged, because 
I was not aware of any braking sensation as 
I was driving. -Jim 

TOM: Don’t worry, Jim. You’re certainly 
not the first moron to have done this. 

RAY: My brother may have been 
the first. 

TOM: You probably did no damage 
at all, Jim. You must have had the park- 
ing brake loosely applied. If it had been 
really engaged, one of two things would 
have happened: 

RAY: One, you would have felt resis- 
tance when you tried to drive. It would 
have felt like . . . well, like the brakes were 
on. Or two, you would have smelled the 
brakes burning after a mile or two. And 
you noticed neither. 

TOM: I guess you didn’t notice the 
big, red light on the dashboard that said 
“Brake!” either, huh? 

RAY: My guess is that, in five miles with 
the brake loosely applied, you hardly did 
anything. You wore a little bit of surface 
off the parking-brake drum. On this car, 
it’s a separate unit from the regular 
brakes, so it would have no effect on your 
normal stopping.

Here’s a helpful hint if you’re putting on a festival in the next few mil- 
lennia: Whatever it is, whoever it benefits, no matter how wonderful the 
cause or how awesome the party, don’t turn it into a “-palooza” - even if 
you’re Perry fucking Ferrell himself. No. Seriously. Unless you’re putting 
on a music festival in Chicago, drop it. Roll another fatty, and get back into 
brainstorming mode. If you find yourself even remotely entertaining the 
notion, try this instead: Dig yourself a deep hole, fill it with lime, lean over 
it, and shoot yourself in the head. That may sound a little harsh, but even 
though you’ll be dead, you won’t be nearly as dead as the aforementioned 
beaten-into-a-grease-stain suffix, which has been cooling on a slab in 

the cultural catchphrase morgue 
since about 1997. The thing to 
remember about Lollapalooza 
was that it was a corny old phrase 
back when Ferrell stole it from 
the Three Stooges and used to 
promote his band’s farewell tour.

core demographic? No one is saying you can’t still have the sword swal- 
lowers, midget ponies, and orangutans. Hell, you can turn your parking 
lot into a midget-pony-poo Slip ‘n Slide, but try to resist the urge to call it 
“Ponypoopalooza,” because even if it raises several hundred thousand dol- 
lars for breast cancer research, that shit is still just wrong.

Austin’s 
Hot Rhythm Jumpers will also be on hand to demonstrate vintage dances 
from the Thirties. Proceeds from the event benefit the Alliance Frangaise 
d’Austin’s Frederique Moinard Scholarship Fund and the French Legation 
itself. This party should be a real lollapalooza even if it isn’t so named.
